ularly called: Greenbug. But if you 
want to impress people call it 
Schizaphis graminum, the scientific 
name. 


If you're a farmer you'll call it by 


some expletive deleteds since it is the 
single most damaging pest on grass- 
like crops such as milo and sorghum. 


Extension entromologist David 


Feith said that occasionally, such as 
this week, the Greenbug produces 
winged forms (Schizaphis is an aphid 
— normally wingless), and that clouds 
of them swarm their wind-aided way 
out of the fields and into the cities. 


While Greenbugs bug farmers in an 


economic way, they just plain bug city 
dwellers and gardeners because they 
only get in your hair, eyes and ears, 
not flowers and typical garden crops. 


The present flight of Greenbugs will 


probably be gone by the weekend, 
Keith said Tuesday.

WASHINGTON (AP) -

Ford moved ahead Tuesday in his efforts 
to consolidate his new presidency, 
making personal contacts ranging from 
big labor to city hall. 


He extended the olive branch at an un- 


expected meeting with AFL-CIO Presi- 
dent George Meany, who had not been in- 
vited to the White House in the Nixon ad- 
ministration for more than a year. 


"The President hopes the meeting will 


serve to help the Ford administration es- 
tablish good relations with the AFL-CIO 
and with a great labor leader," Press 
Secretary Jerald terHorst said after the 
45-minute Ford-Meany meeting. 


Following up on the anti-inflation 


theme of his speech to Congress Monday 
night, Ford issued his first veto, rejecting 
an estimated $2 million in proposed pay 
increases for deputy U.S. marshals. 


And he called in 14 mayors and 15 


governors for meetings Wednesday and 
Thursday to discuss their problems and 
his own. 


Mayor Joseph L. Alioto of San Fran- 


cisco, president of the U.S. Conference of 


Mayors, said he hoped the meeting would 
foster "a new spirit of cooperation with 
the federal government..." 


Ford also attended to foreign policy 


matters, conferring with Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kisinger and preparing for 
a "working luncheon" meeting with 
visiting Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy at the White House Wednesday. 


Ford is still commuting to work from 


his suburban Alexandria, Va., home, 
reporting to the Oval Office by 8 a.m. 


Aides reported Ford "very relaxed" on 


his fifth day in office — his busiest so far. 
It included almost hourly appointments 
morning and afternoon, with get- 
acquainted private meetings with the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and a gathering of 
some 200 sub-cabinet level presidential 
appointees. 


Between meetings, President Ford 


talked on the phone to some of his friends 
on Capitol Hill, including several high- 
level congressional Democrats.

"No decision has been made," terHorst 


said about the possibility of a Ford race 
in 1976.

the proposed 121.2 million 1974- 
75 fiscal year budget and 
scheduled a meeting Thursday 
for adopting a budget. 


Any major changes which the 


board would make in the 
proposed budget must be adver- 
tised again prior to the board's 
adoption of a budget and setting 
the lev}'. 


Of the total record proposed 


expenditures. 16.05 million will 


need to be raised by taxation as 
compared with $4.5 million last 
year. 


Based on the $565,220,426 cer- 


tified valuation, the levy for 
proposed expenditures would be 
about 10.7 mills as compared 
with 8.63 mills last year, and 11.7 
mills the previous year. 


This means that the owner of a

the independence of Cyprus and to provide security 
for the Turkish community on the island." It 
charged the Greeks and Greek Cypriote bad 
refused to discuss toe Turkish proposals at the 


Geneva talks and "still considered Cyprus a com- 
ptettdy Greek island/' 


The Greek Cypriot government radio charged 


Turkey with an. "unprovoked and cowardly at- 
tack," but the announcer declared: "We shall 
never surrender. This land is Greek and shall re- 
main Greek." 


Thousands of Greek Cypriots fled from their 


homes in Nicosia, Famagusta and other points in 
northern Cyprus Tuesday afternoon us it became 
apparent flat the Geneva talks were collapsing.

It appeared Tuesday night that 
Lancaster County residents can 
expect a 25% increase in the 
county portion of their tax bill 
for the upcoming year. 
Following a public hearing 
which attracted about 40 county 
residents, the commissioners in­ 
dicated no significant changes in 
the proposed $21.2 million 1974- 
75 fiscal year budget and 
scheduled a meeting Thursday 
for adopting a budget. 
Any major changes which the 
board would make in the 
proposed budget must be adver­ 
tised again prior to the board’s 
adoption of a budget and setting 
the levy. 
Of the total record proposed 
expenditures, $6.05 million will 


need to be raised by taxation as 
compared with $4 5 million last 
year. 
Based on the $565,220,426 cer­ 
tified valuation, the levy for 
proposed expenditures would be 
about 10.7 mills as compared 
with 8.63 mills last year, and 11.7 
mills the previous year. 
This means that the owner of a 
$20,000 home will be paying 
about $75 for the county portion 
of his tax bill as compared with 
$60 last year, and $82 the 
previous year.

ATLANTA. Ga. (AP) - Lt. Gov. Lester Maddox, 
a segregationist seeking a second term as governor, 
took a strong early lead over 11 other opponents in 
Tuesday’s Democratic gubernatorial primary, but 
appeared headed for a runoff.

George Busbee, 47. of Albany, were locked in a see­ 
saw battle for second place.

With 442 of Georgia's 2,200 precincts counted. 
Maddox had 52,532 votes or 38.5 per cent. 
Busbee had 27,491 votes or 19 91 per cent. Lance, 
a former state highway director, had 25.004 votes or 
18.11 per cent. 
The other Democratic contestants, including 
former U.S. Sen. David Gambrell, were far behind 
in the early returns.

In the five-way Republican gubernatorial 
primary, Macon Mayor Ronnie Thompson took a 
firm lead with 2.377 votes or 44 3 per cent. 
Maddox, 58, a former governor who campaigned 
briefly for the Democratic presidential nomination 
in 1968. was elected lieutenant governor in 1970 
after the courts rejected his challenge to a law- 
prohibiting him from succeeding himself as gover­ 
nor. 
U.S. Sen Herman Talmadge, 61, an 18-year 
Capitol Hill veteran who served on the special 
Watergate committee, won renommation in a race 
against veterinarian Carlton Myers. 
In one of the key state Senate races, black state 
legislator Julian Bond, 34, defeated little-known 
black minister Charles Scott. With all but one 
precinct counted Bond had 6.078, or 78.3 per cent, 
to 1,676, or 21.7 for Scott. 
Maddox was Georgia's governor from 1967 to 
1971 and campaigned strongly on his record.

Cyp ru s Ta lks Fa il; Tu rkish On Atta ck

Turkish air and ground forces launched large- 
scale new attacks in northern Cyprus early 
Wednesday following the collapse of the second 
round of peace talks in Geneva. 
The United Nations Security Council was called 
into session in New York at 2 a.m. EDT to consider 
the new threat to peace. 
Turkish planes began attacking targets around 
Nicosia, the Greek Cypriot capital, as dawn was 
breaking. Fifteen minutes later gunfire erupted all 
along the so-called Green Line dividing the Greek 
and Turkish Cypriot quarters of the city. 
The Turkish Cypriot radio station said Turkish 
artillery “is hammering” Kythrea, 18 miles 
northeast of Nicosia, and Skylloura, 14 miles 
northwest of the capital. 
A Turkish government broadcast said the 
renewal of military action was ordered “to protect 
the independence of Cyprus and to provide security 
for the Turkish community on the island.” It 
charged the Greeks and Greek Cypriots had 
refused to discuss the Turkish proposals at the 


Geneva talks and “still considered Cyprus a com­ 
pletely Greek island.” 
The Greek Cypriot government radio charged 
Turkey with an “unprovoked and cowardly at­ 
tack,” but the announcer declared: “We shall 
never surrender. This land is Greek and shall re­ 
main Greek.” 
Thousands of Greek Cypriots fled from their 
homes in Nicosia, Famagusta and other points in 
northern Cyprus Tuesday afternoon as it became 
apparent that the Geneva talks were collapsing 
Turkish Foreign Minister Turan Gunes rejected a 
proposal by the British and Greek delegations to 
recess the talks for a cooling-off period of up to 48 
hours. British Foreign Secretary James Callaghan, 
the mediator at the talks, called the Turkish action 
arbitrary and contended “it would have been possi­ 
ble to work out a solution." 
The United States had voiced concern Tuesday 
over the situation as Turkey called its ambassador 
in Athens home and declared that its 40,000-man in­ 
vasion force on Cyprus was “strong enough to oc­ 
cupy the entire island.” 


In Athens, Premier Constantine Caramanlis of 
Greece summoned the American, British, Chinese, 
French and Soviet ambassadors and asked for their 
help in preventing new fighting on Cyprus. 


He lashed out at Turkish cease-fire violations on 
the island and “the unacceptable Turkish proposals 
and the intransigent Turkish position” at the 
Geneva talks. Caramanlis said the situation “can 
lead to a conflict.” 


In Geneva, Turkey and the Turkish Cypriots had 
been pushing for the concentration of scattered 
Turkish Cypriot communities on Cyprus into one or 
more large, autonomous areas. But spokesmen for 
Greece and the majority Greek Cypriots opposed 
that concept, claiming it would cause huge popula­ 
tion displacements. 


Reporting U.S. concern in Washington, a 
spokesman announced the State Department’s en­ 
dorsement of “a greater degree of autonomy” for 
the Turkish minority on Cyprus.

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Finance Report Soys 
Kennedy Sfi'M In Debf 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. Edward M. 


Kennedy, D-Mass., has filed a tardy campaign 
finance report saying he still owes $10,020.71 on 
his 1970 Senate campaign. 


The report was filed more than two years late. 


A spokesman for Kennedy said the campaign 
treasurer had misinterpreted the federal cam- 
paign finance law that took effect in 1972, and 
believed erroneously that no federal reports were 
required. 


The spokesman, Richard Drayne, said periodic 


finance reports had been filed with the 
Massachusetts secretary of state, as required by 
state law, and that no deception had been in- 
tended. 


He denied that Kennedy is raising money for a 


possible run for the White House in 1976. 


The report said Kennedy had raised $2,800 in 


1972, $500 in 1973, and $38,101.23 so far in 1974. 
All but $2,000 of that has been spent, according to 
the report, mostly to pay off debts from the 1970 
campaign. 


One debt of $10,020.71 remains, owed to John 


T. Campbell of Bridgewater, Mass., a Kennedy 
friend who is president of radio station WPLM, 
Plymouth, Mass. 


Some of the money was used to pay expenses of 


a lavish fund raising dinner at Kennedy's home in 
McLean, Va., last February. The affair featured a 
heated tent, an orchestra, chartered limousines, 
$767 worth of decorations and $382 for mementos. 


Almost all of the money raised in 1974 was 


produced by that dinner. 


The Kennedy campaign committee has the 


cumbersome title of "Committee to Re-elect 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy United States 
Senator '70." 


Under the law that took effect April 7,1972, it 


was required to file a registration statement with 
the secretary of the Senate giving the names of of- 
ficers and other information. It was also required 
to file periodic reports of receipts and expen- 
ditures starting in 1972. 


But it was not until last Friday that the com- 


mittee filed its registration report and its first 
finance report with the Senate. 


Senate officials stamped the report with the 


words "late filing," and "notice of error or om- 
mission has been sent." 


The treasurer of the Kennedy Committee, Clif- 


ford J. Shaw, said in a telephone interview that 
Kennedy had waited years to pay off his Senate 
debt because he didn't want to appear to be 
raising money for the 1972 presidential campaign. 
Further delay was caused in 1973 because of a 
family crisis when the senator's 12-year-old son 
Teddy contracted bone cancer and lost a leg. 


"Finally, he said 'Let's get this thing off our 


necks,' " Shaw recalled. The fund raising dinner 
followed. 


After the fund-raiser at Kennedy's home, the 


committee paid off $10,433.40 in interest and prin- 
cipal to R.P. Fitzgerald, president of Boston's 
Harbor National Bank; $9,963.85 to Gerard 
Doherty, a Boston lawyer and close Kennedy 
associate, and $9,788.75 to H. Hoffman of Boston, 
another Kennedy friend. 


Betty Ford Likes White House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


giving it a thorough going over, 
First Lady Betty Ford said she 
liked 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue, 
but her husband may still be 
fixing his own breakfast there. 


"I'm thrilled to death," Mrs. 


Ford said after getting a private 
guided tour of the White House 
on Tuesday. "It's very beautiful 
and in excellent condition." 


The First Lady said she's 


looking forward to moving into 
the executive mansion next Mon- 
day. Her husband, President 
Ford, plans to be out of town 
that day addressing the national 
convention of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars in Chicago. 


Mrs. Ford said she will start 


packing Wednesday for the move 
from 514 Crown View Drive in 
Alexandria, Va., where the Ford 
family has lived since 1955. 


The First Lady's first mass 


news conference, with about 150 
reporters, was held in the 


blistering sun behind the White 
House. 


Reporters noted that the 


President liked to prepare his 
own breakfast and the First 
Lady said that might not change. 


"All he needs is a toaster," she 


said 


Mrs. Ford said she doesn't 


plan to redecorate but "there 
are some very minor changes," 
which might be made. 


For example, daughter, Susan 


might suggest some redecoration 
to fit her 17-year-old tastes. 


Asked if the White House 


decor would be to the liking of 
the President and her three 
sons, Mrs. Ford said "there's a 
masculinity" about the White 
House. 


She hopes to continue her ac-

Evers and his wife submitted "a 
false and fraudulent income tax 
return" when they stated that 
their 1968 taxable income was 
$6,688 while the correct income 
was $50,455. 


For 1969, they reported an in- 


come of $6,334 when their true- 
taxable income was $67,388, the 
indictment said. 


For 1970, Evers submitted tax 


returns listing an income of $7,- 
197 when his actual income was

$61,712, the indictment charged. 


By doing so, Evers and his 


wife avoided paying more than 
$9,600 in taxes for 1968, more 
than $21,400 for 1969 and more 
than $21,500 for 1970, according 
to the indictment. 


IRS Raises Mileage Deduction 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Internal Revenue 


Service announced on Tuesday a small benefit 
from the energy crisis for the ordinary taxpayer 
— a 25 per cent hike in the basic mileage 
allowance for cars used in business. 


It will allow 15 cents a mile — up from 12 cents 


— for the first 15,000 miles an automobile is used

home's purchase price. 


In the last auction of FHA-VA 


mortgages, the effective interest 
yield to investors was 10.124%. 


By raising the interest ceiling 


on FHA-VA guaranteed 
mortgages, closing costs for 
home buyers will be substantial- 
ly reduced. 


The interest expense, although 


"admittedly high" a HUD 
spokesman said, will spread the 


expense over the life of the 
mortgage instead of a big pay- 
ment at the start. 


The condition of the present 


mortgage market was reflected 
in a HUD statement that 100,000 
mortgages with 8% interest rates 
put on the market by HUD last 
May are stiE available. Although 
home buyers would like to have 
the 8% mortages, money lenders 
are not attracted to the yield. 


There are also 72,000 home 


mortgages with a 7%% rate 
available from a HUD offering of 
200,000 mortgages in January. 


The 7% and 8% mortgages are 


for new homes that are built un- 
der FHA-VA programs that 
meet FHA-VA standards.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., has filed a tardy campaign 
finance report saying he still owes $10,020.71 on 
his 1970 Senate campaign. 
The report was filed more than two years late. 
A spokesman for Kennedy said the campaign 
treasurer had misinterpreted the federal cam­ 
paign finance law that took effect in 1972. and 
believed erroneously that no federal reports were 
required. 
The spokesman, Richard Drayne, said periodic 
finance reports had been filed with the 
Massachusetts secretary of state, as required by 
state law, and that no deception had been in­ 
tended. 
He denied that Kennedy is raising money for a 
possible run for the White House in 1976. 
The report said Kennedy had raised $2,800 in 
1972, $500 in 1973. and $38,101.23 so far in 1974. 
All but $2,000 of that has been spent, according to 
the report, mostly to pay off debts from the 1970 
campaign. 
One debt of $10,020.71 remains, owed to John 
T. Campbell of Bridgewater, Mass., a Kennedy 
friend who is president of radio station WPLM, 
Plymouth, Mass. 
Some of the money was used to pay expenses of 
a lavish fund raising dinner at Kennedy’s home in 
McLean, Va., last February. The affair featured a 
heated tent, an orchestra, chartered limousines, 
$767 worth of decorations and $382 for mementos. 
Almost all of the money raised in 1974 was 
produced by that dinner. 
The Kennedy campaign committee has the 


cumbersome title of “Committee to Re-elect 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy United States 
Senator ’70.’’ 
Under the law that took effect April 7,1972, it 
was required to file a registration statement with 
the secretary of the Senate giving the names of of­ 
ficers and other information. It was also required 
to file periodic reports of receipts and expen­ 
ditures starting in 1972. 
But it was not until last Friday that the com­ 
mittee filed its registration report and its first 
finance report with the Senate. 
Senate officials stamped the report with the 
words “late filing,” and “notice of error or om- 
mission has been sent.” 
The treasurer of the Kennedy Committee, Clif­ 
ford J. Shaw, said in a telephone interview that 
Kennedy had waited years to pay off his Senate 
debt because he didn’t want to appear to be 
raising money for the 1972 presidential campaign. 
Further delay was caused in 1973 because of a 
family crisis when the senator’s 12-year-old son 
Teddy contracted bone cancer and lost a leg. 


‘ Finally, he said ‘Let’s get this thing off our 
necks,’ ” Shaw recalled The fund raising dinner 
followed. 


After the fund-raiser at Kennedy's home, the 
committee paid off $10,433.40 in interest and prin­ 
cipal to R.P. Fitzgerald, president of Boston’s 
Harbor National Bank; $9,963 85 to Gerard 
Doherty, a Boston lawyer and close Kennedy 
associate, and $9,788 75 to H. Hoffman of Boston, 
another Kennedy friend.

Senate Vetoes Navy Loan 
Agreement With Grumman

Washington — The Senate 


Tuesday vetoed the Navy's $100 
million loan agreement with the 
Grumman 'Aerospace Corp. to 
continue production of the F14 
fighter plane. 


The vote was 53 to 35 on a 


resolution by Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., disapproving 
the agreement under which the 
Navy would have advanced 
payments of up to $100 million to 
the Bethpage, N.Y., contractor 
for the controversial F14. 


Proxmire, a persistent critic of 


the F14, and Sen. Jacob K. 
Javits, R-N.Y., who opposed the 
Proxmire .resolution, said after 


the vote that Grumman now 
would have to obtain new 
sources of financing either from 
commercial bankers or a revised 
arrangement with the Navy, 
which regards the F14 as essen- 
tial to the nation's military 
security. 


"Grumman has been and is 


now working on alternative com- 
mercial credit plans," a 
spokesman for the parent Grum- 
man Corp. said in Bethpage after 
the vote. 


"However," the spokesman's 


statement continued, "due to 
the action of the U.S. Senate in 
turning down the request for the 
advance payment agreement, 
the time has been substantially 


shortened and may have made 
consummation of these plans im- 
possible." 


Grumman's contract with the 


Navy to build the F14 has been 
plagued by controversy and 
rising costs since 1969. Two 
years ago the Navy began len- 
ding low-interest money to 
Grumman after 
commercial 


banks suspended further credit 
following the company's losses 
in 1971 and 1972. 


The Senate's action Tuesday 


was taken under a two-year-old 
law permitting either house of 
Congress to disapprove, or veto, 
any government loan arrange- 
ment totaling more than $25 
million to a defense contractor. 


Subcommittee Cufs $5.1 Billion 
From Pentagon Appropriation 


Washington (UPI) — A Senate 


subcommittee slashed 
$5.1 


billion from the 1975 Pentagon 
appropriation Tuesday, less than 
18 hours after President Ford 
told Congress there should be no 
"unwarranted cuts in national 
defense." 


The action came while 


Defense Secretary James R. 
Schlesinger was elsewhere on 
Capitol Hill arguing that the 
military couldn't afford any 
more deep cuts in its budget. 


Sen. John L. McClellan, D- 


Ark., chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee, an- 
nounced the action by his 
defense subcommittee. It was 
virtually certain to be approved 
by the full committee. 


McClellan said the appropria- 


tion now gives the Pentagon 
S81.9 billion for the fiscal year 
that began July 1, down 5.9% 
from the $87 billion the ad- 
ministration asked, and $1.3 
billion less than the House ap- 
proved last week. 


McClellan had said earlier he 


would pare the request, but the 
depth of the cuts was somewhat 
unexpected, and apparently was 
promoted by growing concern in 
Congress with inflation caused 
by too much spending. 


He said the bill provides 


enough to "maintain our 
defense . . . and yet be 
realistically aligned with the pre- 
sent state of our economy. This 
bill will not please everyone but 
it represents our best 
judgment." 


But the administration was 


almost sure to be unhappy. Ford 
said Monday night, "You and I 
always stood together against 
unwarranted cuts in national 
defense. This is no time to 
change that nonpartisam 
policy." 


Schlesinger told an armed ser- 


vices subcommittee Tuesday 
that the United States has cut 
back to 2.1 million troops — 
lowest figure since the 1950s — 
while Russia has built up to 3.8 
million men under arms. 


While the Russians have con- 


centrated 43 divisions on the 
Chinese border, Schlesinger 
said, the United States is still 
outnumbered 2 to 1 by Soviet 
troops in Europe. 


Negotiators Agree On Hike In Gl Bill

House negotiators have agreed 
on a 23% increase in educational 
benefits for Vietnam era 
veterans — the biggest increase 
since World War H. 


The compromise legislation 


would also provide veterans with 
loans to supplement their 


monthly benefits and would ex- 
tend eligibility from 36 months 
to 45 months, five school years. 


Former President Richard

Both said the record profits 
reaped by the petroleum in­ 
dustry during last winter's 
energy crisis were acceptable 
when weighed against the need 
for investment capital to expand 
the search for new oil resources. 


They said the way to deal with 
the windfall oil profits was to tax 
them with allowances for money 
that is ploughed back into new 
oil exploration. 


Washington (UPI) - Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon said 
Tuesday the price of gasoline 
could soon drop six or seven 
cents a gallon, if: 
— Crude oil supplies, now 
dramatically increasing, con­ 
tinue to rise. 
— Arab nations do not decide 
to reduce production. 
— World market prices are not 
arbitrarily raised. 
If all those conditions are met. 
Simon told reporters, the 
resulting economic pressures 
could bring petroleum prices 
down by as much as $3 a barrel 
in the coming months 
That, he said, would translate 
into reductions of up to seven 
cents a gallon at the pumps. 
“Additional supply (of crude 
oil) is coming on now quite 
dramatically,” Simon told 
reporters. 
He and John C. Sawhill, his 
successor as head of the Federal 
Energy Administration, testified 
at hearings investigating oil in­ 
dustry profits before the Senate 
small business subcommittee. 


Sawhill. however, said he was 
“disappointed” that Mobil Oil 
Corp had decided to use hun­ 
dreds of millions of its oil profit 
dollars to buy Marcor, the 
holding 
company 
for 
Montgomery' Ward. 


Sawhill also said the FEA is 
considering a plan to equalize 
crude oil costs for small and 
large refiners by fixing the 
percentage of “old” and “new” 
oil used by refineries. The price 
of newly discovered and

House negotiators have agreed 
on a 23% increase in educational 
benefits for Vietnam era 
veterans — the biggest increase 
since World War II.

tend eligibility from 36 months 
to 45 months, five school years. 
Former President Richard 
Nixon strongly indicated he 
would veto the bill as in­ 
flationary.

Under the bill, single veterans 
who now receive $220 a month 
would get $270; the benefits of a 
married veteran would increase 
from $261 to $321; the married 
veterans with one child from 
$298 to $366.

Rockefeller Seems Slated For Veep 


President Gerald Ford, a bit unsteady 


at the wheel, steered the nation's ship of 
state into the mainstream of things Mon- 
day night. In his address to the joint session 
of Congress, he proved the validity of what 
has been written about him to date. 


He is, indeed, much like the late Presi- 


dent Harry Truman — not quite as out- 
spoken and not as liberal but definitely 
straightforward and unpretentious. The 
new President spoke plainly, without any 
clever slogans or nifty nuances. 


It was a completely frank speech. He 


will go more than halfway to come to an ac- 
commodation with Congress but he will not 
go all the way. Congress will have to come 
part way, too. 


Ford prefers compromise to stalemate 


but he will use the veto if he has to. He is 
not playing cute about the future. God 
willing, he said, he will serve the 
remainder of this term and two more 
elected terms. 


He wants to be friends with all the 


nations of the world but friendship is a two- 
way street. Ford does not envision 
friendship as a sacrifice of national 
sovereignty. 


The economy is a problem. People 


have to quit spending so much and the 
federal government has to stop running a 
deficit if we are to lick inflation, he says. 


The new President's approach is as 


apple-pie and brass-band as it could get. It 
is not especially polished, is sometimes a 
little blunt and is rooted in conviction. 
That, perhaps, will be his key to success — 
conviction. 


President Ford comes across as totally 


honest, speaking the absolute truth as he 
understands and believes it. He may not 
have the wisdom of many men but the 
truth, with the long background he has in 
public office, will certainly carry him a 
long way. 


It is fundamental that the people can- 


not support something they cannot unders- 
tand or that they know nothing about. They 
will understand Ford and, if he remains 
true to his present attitude, they will know 
what he is doing. 


Ford is pied-piping down Main Street 


and that is the real backbone of this nation. 
His maiden speech was a commendable 
one, a most effective beginning. 


King Corn Clobbered 


King Corn isn't dead but sure is 


staggering. And when corn is staggering, 
the rest of us have something to worry 
about. 


The blow to corn was delivered in the 


form of a federal crop report which pegs 
the production of this essential grain at 
12% or 1.734 billion bushels less than had 
earlier been anticipated. At today's market 
price, that is an incredible loss of some $5.1 
trillion — jiot billions but trillions. 


For most of the American people, the 


important thing is that corn is the key to 
beef, hog and poultry production, as well as 
a -food in itself. The loss of this much of the 
crop will translate itself into higher food 
prices in the grocery stores for the coming 
year. 


Out on the farm, it will mean a lean 


and hard winter for a lot of people. Those 
farmers who staked their year on a corn 
crop that is now lost will find themselves in 
dire financial straits. 


Beef, hog and poultry producers will 


find the price of grain for feed sky-high, 
making it tough to come out with a profit 
on the animals. 


Many people in agriculture believe, 


also, that the government crop report is a 
the small society 


very conservative one, that the real loss 
will be more than 12%. Soybeans and milo 
may still come through in good shape but 
that will not ease much the impact of the 
corn loss. 


And even yet, milo must survive the 


threat of excessive heat, lack of moisture 
and an early frost. The crop dollar is never 
made until it's in the barn. 


The corn harvest will have an impact 


upon the lives of all of us. It may well have 
an impact, too, upon the long-range future' 
of agriculture. Somejarmers will lose their 
places as a result of this situation and the 
high price of corn may bring a record plan- 
ting in the spring of 1975. 


Cries will probably be heard for the 


curtailment of exports but this is a 
questionable answer to the problem. For a 
great many good and valid reasons, we can- 
not simply turn our exports on and off like 
a spigot. 


It may sound good on the surface but it 


would have a lot of consequences we would 
find unpleasant. • 


The crop report is definitely bad news 


but what can be done about it is not ap- 
parent.

WASHINGTON - If Presi- 


dent Ford is serious about 
choosing the best qualified man 
to serve as a standby president 
— for that is what a vice presi- 
dent is — then he can choose 
only Nelson A. Rockefeller. 


Sen. Howard Baker of 


Tennessee, Chairman George 
Bush of the Republican National 
Committee and several other 
political figures whose names 
are being floated are competent 
and attractive men, but in terms 
of experience and proven 
executive capacity, they are 
dwarfed by Rockefeller's record. 


He served as 
assistant 


secretary of state for Latin 
America in the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, as under-secretary 
of health, education and welfare 
in the first Eisenhower ad- 
ministration, and for 15 years as 
governor of New York. As gover- 
nor, he introduced innovative 
programs, had the political 
courage to seek higher taxes and 
the political skill to persuade the 
legislature to adopt them, at- 
tracted able people to state 
government and proved that he 
could run an administration free 
of scandal. 


„ For years at the annual gover- 
nors' conferences, it was to 
Rockefeller that most of the 
other governors in both parties 
turned for useful advice on state 
problems such as paying for 
higher education or combatting 
water pollution. As organizer of 
the study groups that produced 
the Rockefeller reports in the 
late 1950's and of the "critical 
issues" inquiry now under way, 
he has shown that he knows how 
to seek out ideas and is in touch 
with capable people in univer- 
sities, foundations and research 
centers. In short, Rockefeller 
knows how to govern as dis- 
tinguished from just talking 
about government or manufac- 
turing political issues.

There is much that a liberal 


Democrat could criticize in 
Rockefeller's record both in 
state government and in foreign 
policy matters such as 
1 Vietnam. 


But President Ford is not 
choosing a vice president by the 
standards that his liberal opposi- 
tion would apply. In the search 
for the second-ranking member 
of a moderately conservative 
Republican administration, 
Rockefeller has credentials

much more impressive than any 
one else. 


His only handicap is his age. 


But at 66, he is no older than 
General Eisenhower was in 1956 
when he was elected to his se- 
cond term. Unlike Eisenhower, 
who had suffered a heart attack 
and major intestinal surgery, 
Rockefeller is apparently in 
excellent health. 


A president can make use of a 


vice president in several ways, as 
a liaison man with the states and 
cities, as a legislative lobbyist 
with congress, as an arbitrator of 
inter-agency disputes, as an in- 
termediary on political problems 
— or just send him around as a 
speech-maker. It is not decisive 
how an individual occupies'his 
time while serving as vice presi- 
dent. 


What does matter is that if 


anything happens'to Ford during 
the next two years, there is a 
person standing by who is 
qualified by intellect and 
experience to take over the 
powers of the presidency. 


It does seem a bit odd that 


President Ford should not 
already know his own mind on 


his choice of a vice president in- 
asmuch as he had known for 
weeks that he would soon be 
president. It is impossible as yet 
to determine whether he is now 
genuinely undecided or is mere- 
ly acting out a charade of "man 
seeking advice on big problem." 
Like many politicians, he may 
believe it is important to soothe 
other men's sensibilities by 
seeming to seek their advice 
whether he intends to weigh it 
seriously or not. This elaborate 
canvassing, though politically 
useful, does run the risk of 
demeaning the vice presidency 
since some of the names on 
various lists border on the 
ludicrous.

A strong case can be made for 


abolishing the vice presidency 


and allowing presidential view- 
cm to be lilted in a special elec- 
tion with the secretary of state 
serving as head of an interim 
caretaker administration. But so 
long as the 25th Amendment 
requires a president to nominate 
a new vice president, it is im- 
perative that he bear in mind 
that the person chosen has to be 
of substantial national reputa- 
tion and qualified to bear the 
nuclear responsibility and the 
executive burdens of a presi- 
dent. 


This is no time to choose a 


political lightweight or a 
regional makeweight or an old 
buddy from the House 
cloakroom or some dim, Spiro- 
Agnew-type surprise from the 
bottom of the grab bag.

Richard M. Nixon to Gerald R. 
Ford: The method by which 
presidential power was 
transferred — through resigna- 
tion — was unique in American 
history, but the act itself was 
not. Ford, in fact, is the ninth 
"accidental president" of the 
United States. Of the'' 13 
presidents elected in this cen- 
tury, five, including Nixon, 
failed to complete their terms. 


The United States, then, has 


had ample experience in coming 
to terms with a vice president 
suddenly elevated to chief 
executive. Generally speaking, 
the new man in the Oval Office 
can count on a "honeymoon" 
period with the news media and 
the opposing political party. And 
he can look forward to even 
greater rewards: Every vice 
president who succeeded a presi- 
dent in mid-term in this century 
went on to win election in his 
own right.

Precisely the opposite pattern 


prevailed in the 19th Century. 
All four accidental presidents of 
that period either were deeply 
unpopular at the time of their 
succession or shortly became so. 
None was subsequently elected, 
much less nominated, to a term 
of his own by a major political 
party. 


The first two accidental 


presidents — John Tyler and 
Millard Fillmore — came to 
power under strikingly similar 
circumstances. Each succeeded 
a Whig president who died in of- 
fice. And each pursued policies 
that his predecessor probably 
would have opposed. Both made 
the mistake of antagonizing Sen. 
Henry Clay of Kentucky, one of 
the most powerful politicians of 
the time. 


Andrew Johnson and Chester 


A. Arthur, the next two acciden- 
tial presidents, came to office 
through the assassination of 
their predecessors. In addition, 
both suffered from political im- 
age problems of almost insur- 
mountable magnitude. Johnson 
got off to a bad start by 
appearing drunk at his in- 
augural. 
He antagonized 


Congress to such a degree that 
he was impeached and nearly 
convicted. Arthur's problems 
-were compounded by a remark 
made by Charles J. Guiteau, 
President 
Garfield's assassin. 


After firing the fatal shot, 
Guiteau shouted: "I did it and I 
want to be arrested. I am a 
Stalwart and Arthur is president 
now." 


"Stalwart" was the name then 


applied to the conservative wing1 


of the Republican Party; GOP 
moderates were known as Half- 
Breeds. Arthur was a dyed-in- 
the-wool Stalwart who had never 
held elective office and was a 
product of the New York 
Republican spoils system. As 
president, Arthur surprised both 
wings of his party by conducting 
an honest, efficient, and 
dignified administration.

All signs indicate that Ford 


will receive the same broad sym- 
pathy accorded Theodore 
Roosevelt, Calvin Coolidge, 
Harry Truman and Lyndon 
Johnson when they picked up 
the reins of executive power. 
Already a popular figure within 
his own party, Ford made a 
favorable impression on many 
Democratic and independent 
voters during his brief tenure as 
vice president. There is virtually 
no chance that he will blunder 
like Tyler and Fillmore and pur- 
sue policies significantly 
different from those of his 
predecessor. 


Ford's quarter-century of 


experience in Congress will 
serve him as well as Lyndon 
Johnson's 
comparable 


experience served him. Because 
of public weariness after the 
long ordeal of Watergate, Ford's 
honeymoon period promises to 
be longer than most. But all 
honeymoons come to an end. 
Most presidents are judged ac- 
cording to their behavior and 
achievements in the more frac- 
tious period that inevitably 
follows. Two or perhaps six 
years from now, the pubUc will 
have taken its true measure of 
President Ford.

When Ro bert E. Lee su rren d ered to Gen eral Gran t at Ap ­ 
p o matto x o n Ap ril 9, 18 6 5 ,1 d o n ’t thin k an y bo d y in the Un io n 
referred to it as a sad o r tragic ev en t. The Un ited States an d its 
in stitu tio n s had su rv iv ed a serio u s threat to their ex isten ce; it 
was a great d ay fo r the Rep u blic. 


Yet o n Au gu st 8 , 1974, man y p eo p ie, an d ev en man y 
members o f Co n gress who are su p p o sed to u p ho ld o u r Co n stitu ­ 
tio n an d o ther p o litical an d legal in stitu tio n s, referred to Mr. 
Nix o n ’s resign atio n — in effect a su rren d er — as a sad an d tragic 
ev en t. Ho w can that be? Hav e so man y o f u s lo st all p atrio tism, 
all lo v e o f co u n try an d its in stitu tio n s? Tragic is the d efeat o f a 
blameless, co u rageo u s fighter fo r what is right an d go o d by the 
fo rces o f ev il.

T he 
Lincoln 
Police 
Department’s program of hiring 
“ Big Red” football players as 
policemen for the summer has 
drawn both fire and praise. 
One former police officer said 
beat officers, sometimes called 
“door shakers,” are resentful of 
the fact that the football players 
ride around in patrol cars, get­ 
ting cruiser time the beat 
policemen might otherwise get. 
Cruiser duty is coveted by the 
officers. 
T he former policeman who 
declined to be identified, said 
beat officers get quite a bit of 
cruiser time during the colder 
months, but when summer com­ 
es all or nearly all the available 
cruiser time is taken up. 
Police Chief Joseph Carroll 
said the athletes cannot be put 
on foot patrol because they 
haven’t gone through the eight- 
week recruit training school.

Carroll said beat officers don’t 
get any cruiser time at all. He 
said newly hired men are always 
put on foot patrol and their next 
step on the promotion ladder is 
usually to a motorcycle or 
sometimes directly to a cruiser. 


And beat patrolmen have 
many other duties besides 
checking doors, Carroll said, in 
response to the “door shaker” ti­ 
tle.

Nixon Can't Use Leftover Money 


WASHINGT ON (AP) - 
T rustees for some $2 million left 
over from former President 
Richard Nixon’s 1972 campaign 
say he can’t use the money for 
any legal fees he may incur. 
Leftover campaign funds are 
being used to pay legal expenses 
of former Nixon campaign of­ 
ficials John N Mitchell, Maurice 
H. Stans and others. 
But the money can’t be used 
to pay legal fees for anyone who 
did not hold an official position 
in the campaign organization, 
trustees say. T his includes 
former White House aides H R. 
Haldeman and John D. 
Ehrlichman, and Nixon himself. 
“ T here’s no way,” said 


Charles E. Potter, chairman of 
the three-man trust that 
oversees the money. “T he trust 
agreement doesn’t provide for 
that.” 
Another trustee, Guilford 
Dudley. Jr., said he also under­ 
sands that Nixon could not use 
the money. 
T he third trustee, Paul 
Barrick, was unavailable for 
comment. Barrick recently 
replaced Stans, who resigned as 
a trustee. 
T he trust reported $3 4 million 
cash on hand when it filed its 
most recent report in June. 
Since then it has agreed to settle 
a lawsuit brought by the

also reported bills outstanding of

But many of the 17- 
member team of Watergate 
lawyers were packing up this 
week in the wake of Nixon's 
resignation. Some were planning 
to take vacations, then start 
looking for new jobs. 


Nobody knows how mucn 


already has been paid in legal 
fees by the 50 men and 14 cor- 
porations charged with 
Watergate crimes. Such informa- 
tion normally is a confidential 
matter between attorney and 
client. 


However, enough information 


has spilled onto the public 
record to show that the figure 
runs well into the millions.

paid $156,000 to defend 
Watergate conspirator E. 
Howard Hunt Jr.

burglars in the early days of the 
case. 


—Stans submitted legal fees of 


$381,692 to the Nixon campaign 
trust after he was acquitted in 
the Vesco case. 


—The trust said it anticipated 


that Mitchell would also submit 
a legal bill, which presumably 
also would approach $400,000.

There's a joke making the rounds in zoo 
circles these days. 
It ’s about A hippopotamus that escaped 
from the Bronx Zoo and another that 
wandered from the San Diego Zoo. 
Taking ocean routes, they met 
somewhere near the Panama Canal, and 
began reproducing so rapidly that soon 
the canal was blocked ; a man could cross 
the waters on the hippo’s backs. 
To Alan Bietz, director of the Lincoln 
Children's Zoo, neither the joke nor its 
underlying basis are cause for laughter. 
He’s a worried man. 
He's concerned that, if the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Interior has its way, he and his 
staff will be buried under mountains of 
paper work. 
He’s also worried that “the wilds of 
America will be haven for insects and 
brown rats.” Also, if the USDI has its 
way. 
And he is plagued by another thought 
— that if federal regulations and 
“bureaucratic red tape” are allowed to 
continue as he forsees, that all zoos will 
be phased out of business — all except 
the “ half-dozen or so massive 
zoos... and that will spell death for the 
smaller zoos, the quality zoos,” he 
moaned, 


Bietz’s most recent and pressing ap­ 
prehension stems from the Endangered 
Species Act, which took effect Dec. 28, 


1973, and a new USDI interpretation of 
the Lacy Act. The “Injurious Wildlife” in­ 
terpretation is now in its final stages. 
Implementation and enforcement of both 
acts will be the responsibility of the 
USDI. 
The new regulations, attached to the 
Lacy Act, established in 1900 to prevent 
the importation of animals that would be 
harmful to the country, would, in essence 
block the importation of animals that 
could possibly upset the ecological 
balance of nature. 
“What bothers zoo people the most, ac­ 
cording to Bietz, is that the two lists 
naming high- and low-risk animals “were 
made seemingly without any scientific 
basis.” 
Animals named as “ high risk” by the 
USDI are those which present potential 
danger to man, forestry, agriculture and 
commerce were they to escape and form 
fertile populations, the zoo director said. 
Among those named high-risk are the 
giraffe, the hippopotamus, the 
rhinoceros, in essence "the whole animal 
kingdom and reptiles, too,” Bietz said. 
“ The thought that giraffes will escape 
from the Omaha Henry Doorly Zoo and 
reproduce to such an extent that they 
would take over Lincoln’s 27th Street is 
ridiculous,” he observed. “ Are rhinos 
going to escape and start multiplying so 
they impede interstate traffic between 
Omaha and Lincoln?” 


“There never has been a documented 
case of animals becoming established in 
an area as the result of escaping from a 
zoo,” Bietz said. 
Ironically, the animals considered 
“ low-risk” by the USDI, among them the 
gerbil, the hamster, the guinea pig, the 
Monk parakeet and other related birds, 
rats, mice and a wide range of fish, are 
“some of the highest risk animals im­ 
aginable.” Bietz pointed out. “These 
same animals . . . are perhaps the worst 
offenders. The Monk parakeet is taking 
over the country right now.” 


“ USDI people say zoos are inhumane,” 
Bietz said when asked why the zoos are 
facing such stiff regulations-. “They say if 
the animals can’t survive in the wild 
they're not interested in preserving them 
in American zoos. 
“Of the millions of animals imported 
every year, zoos account for only four- 
tenths of one per cent,” with the majority 
destined to be pets, he said. 
“ Zoos are the last to say some type of 
regulatory 
m achinery is not 
needed ... But to lump zoos desperately 
trying to establish breeding programs to 
save these animals with” those who want 
them for pets “is a grave injustice.” 
Zoo representatives are asking the 
department to take another look and see 
if the regulations must apply to zoos. 
They want a blanket permit to get mates 


for animals now in captivity. 
Because it is an interpretation not a 
bill, no Congressional action is required 
for the proposed regulations to become 
law, he continued. And the 60 days 
allowed for public comment are running 
out. 
Bietz and other zoo directors from 
across the country recently attended a 
hearing on this matter in Kansas City, 
Mo. They all agreed that, “if this law goes 
through there will be virtually no animals 
coming into this country without special 
permit.” 
Dick Vaughn, supervisor of the 
Municipal Zoo, also attended the hearing. 
“Some things definitely need to be ironed 
out,” he said, adding that he doesn’t 
expect the full impact of the controversial 
proposals to be felt by the Antelope Park 
facility. “We don’t import animals. We 
get captive-raised animals from other 
zoos.” 
Permit applications then would 
require, among other things, a full state­ 
ment of why the zoo wants the animal, 
what it is going to do with it, the feeding 
and medical programs, what type of 
exhibit is to be provided and what will be 
done with the animal upon its death. 
“To apply for three or four animals for 
one season may take a year or better," 
Bietz said. “We can’t live with having to 
apply separately for each and every 
animal. 
“The Children’s Zoo has a limited 
budget. It operates on zero tax money. 
It’s only funding is from gate (receipts) 
and private donations. To field an office 
staff to keep up with the mountainous 
paperwork we would have to double our 
existing budget,” the director said. 
While the Injurious Wildlife interpreta­ 
tion will have a serious impact on the im­ 
portation of animals, the Endangered 
Species Act regulates all endangered 
animals in captivity and their offspring 
through a similar permit system, as well 
as a prohibition on all commercial traffic 
of such animals. 
Bietz already has felt the impact of this 
federal regulation. 
The Children’s Zoo houses a breeding 
pair of Margay cats, an exotic spotted 
jungle strain. A Florida zoo offered a 
female Margay cat to the local facility. 
Bietz said he contacted the USDI 
seeking permission to acquire the animal 


but was refused because the rules had not 
as yet been interpreted. He was told that 
a full application, must be submitted; 
upon receipt of the application, his 
request would be considered; then it 
would be published in the Federal 
Register for 30 days after which the USDI 
would issue its decision. 
That would take too long, he decided. 
“I just gave up. For all I know the cat is 
still in Florida. 
“ The same proposal causing this 
problem is supposed to be protecting en­ 
dangered animals.” 
Although zoos have the obligation of 
providing recreation for the public, that is 
not their sole function, Bietz pointed out. 
They also educate the public and work 
closely with wildlife and game personnel 
to provide positive conservation steps, 
they are research facilities; and last, but 
not least, they exist for the hoped-for 
propagation of the species. 
Animals, particularly rare ones, that 
are reproduced in captivity often are 
traded or sold to other zoos so a broader 
spectrum of the population has the oppor­ 
tunity to see those species, Bietz said. 
At least that’s the way it used to be. 
As things stand now, under the En­ 
dangered Species Act, animals 


reproduced in one zoo must remain there. 
That has brought zoo directors face-to- 
face with the possibility of having such 
endangered animals as the Bengal tiger 
or the leopard literally taking over the 
zoos, leaving little space for other species 
They are facing the dilemma of con­ 
tinuing to breed those animals in an ef­ 
fort to save the species or halting their 
breeding programs and letting the species 
die a sad death, Bietz said 
“ We will continue (a breeding 
program) as long as we can, our con­ 
science won’t permit us to do otherwise, 
he said of the Children’s Zoo's stand on 
the issue. 
Other zoos, already inundated by cer­ 
tain species of animals considered en­ 
dangered in their natural habitats have 
been forced to selectively kill off animals 
that otherwise would have been placed in 
zoos waiting to obtain those species. 
And symposiums on sterilization 
and or birth control for rare, endangered 
animals are being planned across the na­ 
tion 
Of the vanishing exotic, endangered 
animals, Bietz said. “In the next 20 years, 
they're going to be dead 
dead and 
gone. 
“Our hands are tied ” 


Co u ld 
Re ma in 


It was years in the planning. 
All last season and part of this 
visitors to the Lincoln Children’s Zoo 
were rerouted around construction 
workers and machinery and a pile of 
dirt. 
After years of enthusiastic planning, 
the zoo’s sea bon pool is a reality. 
But it remains empty. A $50,000- 
plus facility stands idle. 
“ It’s just another example of the 
same bureaucratic red tape’’ en­ 
countered by zoos the nation over in 
their struggle to wTestle rare animals 
from the stronghold of governmental 
agencies, said Alan Bietz, zoo director. 
But this time the zoo’s problems 
were with the U.S. Department of 
Commerce and the National Marine 
Fisheries Service, which enforces the 


Marine Mammal Protection Act, he 
said. 
After days of preparations and 
paperwork, the voluminous applica­ 
tion for sea lions was mailed, com­ 
plete to the last detail, March 15. An 
indicator of the massive document 
submitted was its postal charge — 
nearly $10 registered mail, he said. 
Despite the highest recommen­ 
dations from a representative of the 
National Marine Fisheries Service, 
sent to inspect the zoo facilities, no 
word of approval or rejection of the 
request for the animals has been 
received to date, Bietz said. 
“The U.S. government distributed 
permits to shoot 2,000 sea lions this 
year, yet we can’t get them for the 
zoos.” he said. 


Recalling conversations with other 
zoo directors in similar predicaments, 
he said one zoo requested seven sea 
lions for breeding purposes and was 
rejected; they were told that was not a 
sufficient number for breeding stock. 
However, another zoo requested 17 of 
the animals for the same purpose and 
was told it was being greedy. 
“We could have had sea lions on 
exhibit for two-thirds of the season,” 
Bietz said. 
Now they will just wait and see. 
“ We have to assume we have been 
rejected, although we haven’t been 
told,” he added. 
Another application may be sub­ 
mitted next year. 
But in the meantime, Lincoln's $50,- 
000 sea lion pool stands idle.

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New Laws May Kill Small Zoos 


There's a joke making the rounds in zoo 


circles these days. 


It's about A hippopotamus that escaped 


from the Bronx Zoo and another that 
wandered from the San Diego Zoo. 
Taking ocean routes, they met 
somewhere near the Panama Canal, and 
began reproducing so rapidly that soon 
the canal was blocked; a man could cross 
the waters on the hippo's backs. 


To Alan Bietz, director of the Lincoln 


Children's Zoo, neither the joke nor its 
underlying basis are cause for laughter. 


He's a worried man. 
He's concerned that, if the U.S. Depart- 


ment of Interior has its way, he and his 
staff will be buried under mountains of 
paper work. 


He's also worried that "the wilds of 


America will be haven for insects and 
brown rats." Also, if the USDI has its 
way. 


And he is plagued by another thought 


— that if federal regulations and 
"bureaucratic red tape" are allowed to 
continue as he forsees, that all zoos will 
be phased out of business — all except 
the "half-dozen or so massive 
zoos... and that will spell death for the 
smaller zoos, the quality zoos," he 
moaned. 


Bietz's most recent and pressing ap- 


prehension stems from the Endangered 
Species Act, which took effect Dec. 28, 


1973, and a new USDI interpretation of 
the Lacy Act. The "Injurious Wildlife" in- 
terpretation is now in its final stages. 
Implementation and enforcement of both 
acts will be the responsibility of the 
USDI. 


The new regulations, attached to the 


Lacy Act, established in 1900 to prevent 
the importation of animals that would be 
harmful to the country, would, in essence 
block the importation of animals that 
could possibly upset the ecological 
balance of nature. 


"What bothers zoo people the most, ac- 


cording to Bietz, is that the two lists 
naming high- and low-risk animals "were 
made seemingly without any scientific 
basis." 


Animals named as "high risk" by the 


USDI are those which present potential 
danger to man, forestry, agriculture and 
commerce were they to escape and form 
fertile populations, the zoo director said. 
Among those named high-risk are the 
giraffe, the hippopotamus, the 
rhinoceros, in essence "the whole animal 
kingdom and reptiles, too," Bietz said. 


"The thought that giraffes will escape 


from the Omaha Henry Doorly Zoo and 
reproduce to such an extent that they 
would take over Lincoln's 27th Street is 
ridiculous," he observed. "Are rhinos 
going to escape and start multiplying so 
they impede interstate traffic between 
Omaha and Lincoln?" 


"There never has been a documented 


case of animals becoming established in 
an area as the result of escaping from a 
zoo," Bietz said. 


Ironically, the animals considered 


"low-risk" by the USDI, among them the 
gerbil, the hamster, the guinea pig, the 
Monk parakeet and other related birds, 
rats, mice and a wide range of fish, are 
"some of the highest risk animals im- 
aginable," Bietz pointed out. "These 
same animals ... are perhaps the worst 
offenders. The Monk parakeet is taking 
over the country right now." 


"USDI people say zoos are inhumane," 


Bietz said when asked why the zoos are 
facing such stiff regulations-. "They say if 
the animals can't survive in the wild 
they're not interested in preserving them 
in American zoos. 


"Of the millions of animals imported 


every year, zoos account for only four- 
tenths of one per cent," with the majority 
destined to be pets, he said. 


"Zoos are the last to say some type of 


regulatory machinery is not 
needed... But to lump zoos desperately 
trying to establish breeding programs to 
save these animals with" those who want 
them for pets "is a grave injustice." 


Zoo representatives are asking the 


department to take another Icjk and see 
if the regulations must apply to zoos. 
They want a blanket permit to get mates

It was years in the planning. 
All last season and part of this 


visitors to the Lincoln Children's Zoo 
were rerouted around construction 
workers and machinery and a pile of 
dirt. 


After years of enthusiastic planning, 


the zoo's sea lion pool is a reality. 


But it remains empty. A $50,000- 


plus facility stands idle. 


"It's just another example of the 


same bureaucratic red tape" en- 
countered by zoos the nation over in 
their struggle to wrestle rare animals 
from the stronghold of governmental 
agencies, said Alan Bietz, zoo director. 


But this time the zoo's problems 


were with the U.S. Department of 
Commerce and the National Marine 
Fisheries Service, which enforces the 


Marine Mammal Protection Act, he 
said. 


After days of preparations and 


paperwork, the voluminous applica- 
tion for sea lions was mailed, com- 
plete to the last detail, March 15. An 
indicator of the massive document 
submitted was its postal charge — 
nearly ?10 registered mail, he said. 


Despite the highest recommen- 


dations from a representative of the 
National Marine Fisheries Service, 
sent to inspect the zoo facilities, no 
word of approval or rejection of the 
request for the animals has been 
received to date, Bietz said. 


"The U.S. government distributed 


permits to shoot 2,000 sea lions this 
year, yet we can't get them for the 
zoos," he said. 


Recalling conversations with other 


zoo directors in similar predicaments, 
he said one zoo requested seven sea 
lions for breeding purposes and was 
rejected; they were told that was not a 
sufficient number for breeding stock. 
However, another zoo requested 17 of 
the animals for the same purpose and 
was told it was being greedy. 


"We could have had sea lions on 


exhibit for two-thirds of the season," 
Bietz said. 


Now they will just wait and see. 
"We have to assume we have been 


rejected, although .we haven't been 
told," he added. 


Another application may be sub- 


mitted next year. 


But in the meantime, Lincoln's $50,- 


000 sea lion pool stands idle.

Because it is .an interpretation not a 


bill, no Congressional action is required 
for the proposed regulations to become 
law, he continued. And the 60 days 
allowed for public comment are running 
out. 


Bietz and other zoo directors from 


across the country recently attended a 
hearing on this matter in Kansas City, 
Mo. They all agreed that, "if this law goes 
through there will be virtually no animals 
coming into this country without special 
permit." 


Dick Vaughn, supervisor of the 


Municipal Zoo, also attended the hearing. 
"Some things definitely need to be ironed 
out," he said, adding that he doesn't 
expect the full impact of the controversial 
proposals to be felt by the Antelope Park 
facility. "We don't import animals. We 
get captive-raised animals from other 
zoos." 


Permit applications then would 


require, among other things, a full state- 
ment of why the zoo wants the animal, 
what it is going to do with it, the feeding 
and medical programs, what type of 
exhibit is to be provided and what will be 
done with the animal upon its death. 


"To apply for three or four animals for 


one season may take a year or better," 
Bietz said. "We can't live with having to 
apply separately for each and every 
animal. 


"The Children's Zoo has a limited 


budget. It operates on zero tax money. 
It's only funding is from gate (receipts) 
and private donations. To field an office 
staff to keep up with the mountainous 
paperwork we would have to double our 
existing budget," the director said. 


While the Injurious Wildlife interpreta- 


tion will have a serious impact on the im- 
portation of animals, the Endangered 
Species Act regulates all endangered 
animals in captivity and their offspring 
through a similar permit system, as well 
as a prohibition on all commercial traffic 
of such animals. 


Bietz already has felt the impact of this 


federal regulation. 


The Children's Zoo houses a breeding 


pair of Margay cats, an exotic spotted 
jungle strain. A Florida zoo offered a 
female Margay cat to the local facility. 


Bietz said he contacted the USDI 


seeking permission to acquire the animal

but was refused because the rules had not 
as yet been interpreted. He was told that 
a full application, must be submitted; 
upon receipt of the application, his 
request would be considered; then it 
would be published in the Federal 
Register for 30 days after which the USDI 
would issue its decision. 


That would take too long, he decided. 


"I just gave up. For all I know the cat is 
still in Florida. 


"The same proposal causing this 


problem is supposed to be protecting en- 
dangered animals." 


Although zoos have the obligation of 


providing recreation for the public, that is 
not their sole function, Bietz pointed out. 


They also educate the public and work 


closely with wildlife and game personnel 
to provide positive conservation steps; 
they are research faculties; and last, but 
not least, they exist for the hoped-for 
propagation of the species. 


Animals, particularly rare ones, that 


are reproduced in captivity often are 
traded or sold to other zoos so a broader 
spectrum of the population has the oppor- 
tunity to see those species, Bietz said. 


At least that's the way it used to be. 
As things stand now, under the En- 


dangered Species Act, animals 


reproduced in one zoo must remain there. 


That has brought zoo directors face-to- 


face with the possibility of having such 
endangered animals as the Bengal tiger 
or the leopard literally taking over the 
zoos, leaving little space for other species. 


They are facing the dilemma of con- 


tinuing to breed those animals in an ef- 
fort to save the species or halting their 
breeding programs and letting the species 
die a sad death, Bietz said. 


"We will continue (a breeding 


program) as long as we can; our con- 
science won't permit us to do otherwise," 
he said of the Children's Zoo's stand on 
the issue. 


Other zoos, already inundated by cer- 


tain species of animals considered en- 
dangered in their natural habitats have 
been forced to selectively kill off animals 
that otherwise would have been placed in 
zoos waiting to obtain those species. 


And symposiums on sterilization 


and/or birth control for rare, endangered 
animals are being planned across the na- 
tion. 


Of the vanishing exotic, endangered 


animals, Bietz said. "In the next 20 years, 
they're going to be dead ... dead and 
gone.

How much of an allowance 


should Junior receive? Or should 
lie, in fact, receive an allowance 
at all? 


From the time a child is old 


enough to comprehend the func- 
tion of money, his or her parents 
are faced with these and other 
questions concerning the nature 
and the benefits of allowances. 


The alternatives are many, 


and, according to a recent article 
in "Business Week" magazine, 
"Psychologists and educators 
point out that there are no hard- 
and-fast rules." 


Dr. Ron Daly, University of 


Nebraska-Lincoln professor of 
human development and the 
family, concurred with this opi- 
nion, saying "I don't know of 
anything definitive" that has 
been mitten about allowances. 


The amount of an allowance; 


the manner in which that figure 
is determined; the way the 
allowance is to be used, aU vary 


from household to household. 
And the aforementioned article 
goes on to state that allowance 
policies should simply reflect a 
"sensible" and "consistent" ap- 
proach, in keeping with the 
family income level. 


Few would disagree that an 


allowance is a potentially 
valuable educational tool. 


Mrs. L. W. Waldo - whose 


two daughters, age 15 and 17, 
have had allowances since they 
were "about six years old" — 
said she believes that the 
allowances have helped the 
youngsters learn to budget. 


And they (the allowances) 


"have given them an apprecia- 
tion for money. 


"Ever since they were old 


enough to know what money is," 
the Waldo children have been 
given a weekly allowance. Over 
the years, the amounts of those 
allowances have grown, in order 
to keep pace with the spending 
needs of the recipients. 


"We include such things as 


church, savings, spending 
money, and, now that they're 
getting older, some clothing," 
Mrs. Waldo said. 


"We encourage them to make 


a spending plan," she continued, 
indicating that, from time to 
time, she and her husband con- 
fer with the girls in order to 
determine the amount of the 
allowances. 


"Our oldest girl has now 


requested a total clothes 
allowance, and we're thinking of 
giving her a checking account," 
Mrs. Waldo said. 


Although some 
families 


require that the children per- 
form, certain tasks around the 
house in return for an allowance, 
Mrs. Waldo explained that, in 
her family, allowances are not 
really considered payment for 
work. 


"They have certain duties they 


are expected to do, with or 
without the allowance," she 
said. "Occasionally, if they do 
something extra, we will pay

Although Mrs. Jensen noted 


that she and her husband have 
never actually helped their 
children plan comprehensive 
budgets, "We've tried to guide 
them along the way." 


In the "Business Week" arti- 


cle, a New York psychologist is 
quoted as saying, "What's really 
important to understand is that 
your attitude towards money 
rubs off on the kids. They'll tend 
to do with pennies or a dollar 
what you do on a bigger scale." 


Although the article does not 


provide any rules for allowances, 
the following guidelines are 
offered: 


• A small child may be 


provided with a dime or two per 
week. However, he or she should 
never be given more money than 
can be managed easily. 


• By the age of 10, when a 


child is better able to understand 
financial operations, a regular 
amount of money should be 
provided "in order to provide 
some spending options." 


• And when a youngster 


reaches the age of 13 or 14, ha or 
she should be encouraged to 
begin actually budgeting his or 
her allowance. 


A child's allowance should be 


in line with those received by his 
peers, the article suggests. And, 
as the child grows older, it 
should include provision for 
some excess cash so that the 
child is given the opportunity to 
learn to save a portion of his or 
her income.

It seemed 
to West that a heart lead offered 
very little chance of collecting 
four tricks, so he started the 
ball rolling with his singleton 
club. 


East look the A-K and re- 


turned a club which West ruffed 
with the king! As a result of this 
extraordinary play, South went 
down one. 


Declarer won the heart return 


with the ace, led a spade and 
finessed the nine after East 
followed low. West took the 
setting tnck with the ten, and 
that was the end of that 


If West had raffed with the 


ten, as any sane person would 
have done, declarer would 
probably have made the hand. 
West by this time would have 
become firmly marked by the 
bidding with the king of spades, 
after East had shown up with 
the A-K of clubs, and declarer 
would presumably have nailed 
the king by playing the ace 
instead of trying to finesse.

If West had ruffed with the 
ten, as any sane person would 
have done, declarer would 
probably have made the hand. 
West by this time would have 
become firmly marked by the 
bidding with the king of spades, 
after East had shown up with 
the A-K of clubs, and declarer 
would presumably have nailed 
the king by playing the ace 
instead of trying to finesse. 
Ruffing with the king was an 
effective way of selling South 
the idea that West could not 
have the jack or ten, and that 
the contract could be made only 
by finessing the nine.

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School Board Invites Tuition Court Test

"I hate to invite one," Supt. John 


Prasch said Tuesday, but "I almost 
think we need a court cue to clarify" 
the law on free school privileges te- 
non-resident students. 


The Lincoln Board of Education 


responded immediately, paving the way 
for a legal test. 


Board attorney Willis Hecht agreed 


with Prasch, saying, "I'd like a little 
more law since 1917," the year of a 
State Supreme Court ruling which gives 
the school district a basis for granting or 
denying tuition-free attendance. 


Application Denied 


The issue arose at the board meeting, 


after Hecht recommended denial of a 
non-tuition application by Arthel 
Eugene Crump, 2715 Torchlight Lane. 
Crump applied on bahalf of his brother- 
in-law, Patrick Cooke, 16, of New York 
City. 


A law student with one pre-school-age 


child, Crump appeared before the board 
to appeal Hecht's recommendation. 
Crump said Copke, who would be a Lin- 
coln High senior, primarily wanted a 


change of environment from the crime 
and narcotics in the Bronx and to attend 
Lincoln's better schools. 


He said Cooke's parents would 


provide three-fourths of their son's sup- 
port. The amount of parental financial 
support would have a bearing on the tui- 
tion issue, in that such support indicates 
ability to pay. 


Hecht explained he bases his 


recommendation of refusal primarily on 
the intent of Cooke not to become a per- 
manent resident of Lincoln, but just to 
attend school. Mere presence lacks 
merit as an argument for free school, he 
said. 


But in an important side issue, Hecht 


acknowledged, "The fact is, I'm just 
scared to death of Waverly students" 
and others outside the Lincoln district 
"making the same arrangements." He 
predicted there will be "a flood of 
them" if the board relaxes its policy. 


Board member Louis Roper agreed, 


saying if the board okayed Cooke's 
application, "You have no defense" 
against any other non-resident who 
applies for free tuition, whatever the 
reasons. 


Board president T. E. Dewey told 


Hedtt that if applicants "knew bow to 
fill out the form," supplying the "right" 
answers to satisfy district requirements, 
"you'd pass every one of them." 


Noting that applicants "are under 


oath," Hecht nevertheless agreed. 


Hecht said it would be unfair to Lin- 


coln taxpayers to allow an influx of non- 
resident students into the district. By 
allowing Cooke's application, he said, 
"We may as well quit taking 
applications... because the presence of 
the child would be the only factor," con- 
trary to the intent of the Legislature. 


Supt. Prasch said the tuition issue will 


be a "growing problem because of the 
greater mobility of folks." 


Board members asked Crump if he 


had considered becoming Cooke's guar- 
dian, a simple legal tool allowing ap- 
proval of the application Crump said 
the law supports him and that seeking 
guardianship of Cooke would be 
"superfluous" to the principle involved. 


Hecht also indicated a judge would be 


reluctant to grant a guardianship only to 
satisfy a child's educational needs. 


The attorney said he had told Crump, 


"It d be good legal experience for him" 
as a law student to take the issue to 
court. Should that happen, 'We would 
be willing to defer" payment of tuition, 
Hecht said.

One vessel was seen retreating 
with fire blazing on board, the 
the communique said. 
The Palestinian sources said 
the Israeli gunboats came close 
enough to shore to be observed 
from vantage points around the 
camp. The camp has been the 
target of repeated Israeli air 
raids recently. 
On Friday, Israeli warplanes 
hammered targets in the 
southeastern corner of Lebanon 
known as Arkoub.

One father who waited several 
hours for the flight said, “ We 
cannot thank the people of 
Minneapolis enough. Maybe 
these children will let the 
Americans and the rest of the 
world see that Ulster people can 
live in harmony. Let them 
see, too, we are not all savages.” 
Belfast's Lord mayor William 
Christie said: 
“I only hope that the day is not 
too far distant when we can ex­ 
tend a similar invitation to 
children from the United 
States.” 
The project which took the 
children to America was spon­ 
sored by the Hibbing, Minn., 
Rotary Club The club sponsored 
a similar program in 1973. 
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HONOLULU t AP) - Solicitor 
Gen. Robert H. Bork, who 
carried out former President 
Nixon’s order to fire Archibald 
Cox as special Watergate 
prosecutor, said Tuesday he op­ 
poses creation of a permanent 
special prosecutor’s office. 
To do so “ would freeze in an 
institutional form the message 
that the executive is never to be 
trusted,” Bork told the 
American Bar Association. 
About 5,000 delegates of the 
lawyers’ group opened debate on 
ethics, the image of lawyers in 
the post-Watergate era and the 
problem of the high cost of legal 
services. 
Also before the ABA conven­ 
tion was the question of taking a 
position on the possible prosecu­ 
tion of Nixon for alleged 
Watergate crimes. 
Bork commended as excellent 
the work of the two special 
Watergate prosecutors, Cox and 
Leon Jaworski But he said if the 
office was made permanent 
future prosecutors might not 
produce such standards of 
excellence. 


“I happen to be the Justice 
Department’s resident expert on 
special prosecutors,” Bork joked 
to his luncheon audience. “ I’ve 
seen them come and seen them 
go.” 
On orders from Nixon, Bork 
fired Cox on Oct. 20,1973, after 
Cox refused to give up his pur­ 
suit of White House tape recor­ 
dings. 
Cox. also attending the con­ 
vention, told newsmen earlier he 
opposes any immediate decision 
as to whether Nixon should face 
prosecution for alleged 
Watergate crimes. 
“I think we ought to let it 
simmer for a while. I would not 
be inclined to pop off as some 
have,” he said. 
A resolution went before the 
estimated 5,000 delegates 
Tuesday, dealing in general 
terms with the potential 
prosecution of Nixon.

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Allen Fryer 


Given Life 


Sentence 


ROCK RAPIDS, Iowa (AP) - 
Convicted murderer Allen Fryer 
was sentenced to the mandatory 
life prison term Tuesday for his 
part in the shotgun killings of 
four South Dakota teen-agers in 
an Iowa park. 
Fryer told District Judge 
James P. Kelley before sen­ 
tencing, “ I’m not guilty.” Kel­ 
ley then gave him a life sen­ 
tence on each of four counts of 
first degree murder, with the 
sentences to run concurrently. 


Fryer and two brothers were 
charged with four counts of first 
degree murder each in the Nov. 
17, 1973, killings of the four 
Sioux Falls boys in northwest 
Iowa’s Gitchie Manitou State 
Park. 
No motive has been made 
public for the slayings, but the 
prosecution has hinted that the 
men intended to steal mari­ 
juana from the boys. 


A girl who witnessed the 
shootings said she and the boys 
w e r e smoking marijuana 
around a campfire when the 
men appeared with shotguns. 
The girl, Sandra Cheskey of 
rural Sioux Falls, was 13 at the 
time. She testified she saw sev­ 
eral of the boys shot, then was 
driven home by Allen. 
Allen was convicted last May. * 
He was being held in the jail 
here, 
awaiting sentencing, 
when he and brother James es­ 
caped June 19. They were re­ 
captured the same day in Gil­ 
lette, Wyo. 
James, 21, is undergoing a psy­ 
chiatric examination to de­ 
termine if he is capable of stan­ 
ding trial. 
The third brother, David, 24, 
pleaded guilty to one open count 
of murder and is serving a life 
sentence at the penitentiary.

Gainesville, Fla. (UPI) - A 


15-year-old girl who lost nearly 
three quarts of blood from stab 
wounds has become the first per- 
son to survive a severe reaction 
to a massive transfusion of the 
wrong type of blood. 


The case was disclosed this 


week in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association in 
a report by Dr. 0. Aldo Seagcr, 
assistant professor of 
anesthesioiogy at the University 
of Florida College of Medicine, 
and several colleagues at the J. 
Hillis Miller Health Center. 


The report said the young vic- 


tim, a pregnant Gainesville girl, 
had lost almost half the blood in 
her body by the time she 
reached the emergency room. 


She had numerous stab 


wounds in her chest and neck, 
including several wounds that 
penetrated the jugular veins and 
one wound in the lung. 


She reportedly received 3,000 


milimters of type "A" blood - 
about one half to three fourths 
the amount of blood normally 
contained in the body — and two 
hours later began to develop 
signs of acute transfusion reac- 
tion. 


Doctors then learned "the 


wrong tube of blood had been 
typed," wrote Dr. Seager. The 
girl's blood was "0" positive: 


The report said the patient has 


since recovered from the ordeal. 


But when the transfusion reac- 


tion occurred, doctors feared for 
her life. Reportedly, an adverse

Gainesville, Fla. (UPI) — A 
15-year-old girl who lost nearly 
three quarts of blood from stab 
wounds has become the first per­ 
son to survive a severe reaction 
to a massive transfusion of the 
wrong type of blood. 
The case was disclosed this 
week in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association in 
a report by Dr. 0. Aldo Seager, 
assistant 
professor 
of 
anesthesiology at the University 
of Florida College of Medicine, 
and several colleagues at the J. 
Hillis Miller Health Center. 
The report said the young vic­ 
tim, a pregnant Gainesville girl, 
had lost almost half the blood in 
her body by the time she 
reached the emergency room. 
She had numerous stab 
wounds in her chest and neck, 
including several wounds that 
penetrated the jugular veins and 
one wound in the lung. 
She reportedly received 3.000 
milliliters of type “ A” blood — 
about one half to three fourths 
the amount of blood normally 
contained in the body — and two 
hours later began to develop 
signs of acute transfusion reac­ 
tion. 
Doctors then learned ‘‘the 
wrong tube of blood had been 
typed,” wrote Dr. Seager. The 
girl’s blood was “0” positive. 
The report said the patient has 
since recovered from the ordeal.

vehicles, livestock deaths, forest 
fires and disrupted com- 
munications caused by lightning 
is estimated at more than $100- 
milliori a year.

property lends special urgency:

In a 
thunderstorm an enormous elec- 
trical potential builds up 
between a cloud and another op- 
positely charged cloud or object 
on the ground. Air, a poor con- 
ductor of electricity, acts as an 
insulator between them. If the 
charges continue to grow until 
they are sufficiently large to over 
come the insulating effect of the 
air, an electrical channel bridges 
the gap between them — to wit, 
a gigantic spark. 


The chaff — several millions 


of ten-centimeter long needles 
dispersed through the storm 
along a line several miles long — 


increases the conductivity of the 
air and sets off a continous flow 
of current too weak to force a 
spark to jump the gap. 


Dr. Heinz W. Kasemir, direc- 


tor of the project, says the object 
of the experiments is not to sup- 
press all lightning, but to 
develop a way of controlling it. 
The fact, he notes, lightning is 
beneficial in that it adds 
nitrogen to rain and thus the 
soil. "We want to be able to sup- 
press lightning that comes when 
it is least welcome," Kasemir 
says, "for example, during very 
dry periods in forest areas, and 
during spacecraft loading and 
launching operations." 


Though NOAA's lightning 


project is now in its third 
summer, the experiment is still 
in its infancy.

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Jockey Files Suit 
Against Nebraska 
For $1,000,000

Officials and jockeys expressed surprise 


Tuesday at a $1 million claim that has 
been filed against the State of Nebraska 
by a 23-year-old Albuquerque, N.M., 
man. 


United Press International reported 


that Eddie Andres Salazar is seeking the 
money for injuries received in an acci- 
dent at the State Fairgrounds' race track 
on Aug. 23,1972. 


An apprentice jockey at the time, he 


was riding M. A. and R. W. Cole's Prize 
Wagon in the second running of the 
Freshman Stakes. That was the feature 
on the closing-day's program two years 
ago. 


UPI reported that "during the race, the 


claims unit was told in a statement from 
his attorney, 'another jockey intentional- 
ly, or in flagrant violation of the rules, 
tripped Mr. Salazar up.' ' 


The result, the statement said, was a 


broken back. The claims board was told 
he is now paralyzed from the waist down 
UPI said. 


"Yes, it surprises me that he filed a 


suit," said state steward Jack Fickler. 
"There was no penalty assessed at the 
time and the rider (Weldon Armstrong on 
the eventual' winner of the race, 
Rideruron) was held blameless. 


"I went to see him in the hospital and it 


was one of the worst experiences I've 
ever had," Fickler continued. "As I 
remember, I talked to the jockeys at 
Columbus (the next stop on the Nebraska 
horse racing circuit) and I made that 
statement that if anything like that was 
ever done intentionally, I would try to 
rule them off for life. It was a very 
emotional thing. 1 had been told that he 
(Salazar) would never ride again. Nobody 
likes to see things like that happen." 


Fickler said that Armstrong, a rider 


with more than 25 years experience, felt 
as "bad as everyone else." Armstrong, 
now retired as a jockey, is working as a 
racing official at Park Jefferson in Jeffer- 
son. S.D. 


Fickler added that he and other 


stewards Irv Anderson and Jim Hall 


looked at the films of the race at least 20 
times and the three stewards were con- 
vinced the incident was not done inten- 
tionally nor was Armstrong at fault for 
the accident. 


State Fairgrounds general manager 


Henry Brandt said he was unaware of the 
suit filed by Salazar and was taken by sur- 
prise at the action. 


"I don't know anything about it and no 


one from either the state or from the 
jockey has spoken to me about it," he 
said. 


Fred Ecoffey, who was riding Frank 


Silik's Funny Nickel (who finished third 
in the 6-furlong Freshman Stakes), said 
he only remembered looking at the films 
of the race once. 


"No, I don't think it was done inten- 


tionally," he said. "I don't know anything 
about a lawsuit." 


Wayne Anderson, who was aboard Paul 


Kemling's Whirl A Miss, was back in the 
pack when the spill occurred on the last 
turn. But he was quick to defend 
Armstrong, one of the most popular 
jockeys to ride in Nebraska. 


"Weldon didn't intentionally hurt 


him," Anderson said. "He's ridden long 
enough. There was no way he'd hurt 
someone. There was no penalty at the 
time and I think that was the right move. 


"Weldon was coming around and it 


looked like maybe his (Armstrong's) 
horse came in a little and maybe the 
other horse came out a little, but he felt 
as bad about what happened as anyone," 
he said. "Nobody likes to see someone 
get hart like that." 


According to press reports of the inci- 


dent, Prize Wagon tumbled, throwing 
Salazar, who was then knocked down 
again when Amies Supreme dumped the 
chestnut colt on top of him.

Management Council, the owners' bargaining agent, the con- 
gressional group said that "if the union is significantly injured, we 
want it known we will undertake a complete review of the National 
Football League's antitrust status, and if the facts warrant, in- 
troduce appropriate legislation."

Wednesday's minimum purse is $2,500-11,000 higher than 


the $1500 minimum purse the Fairgrounds started with back in 
the latter stages of July. That $2,500 figure is higher than 
Denver's Centenntial -Track and on a comparable level to 
Detroit. 


Those are two racing centers that always seem to attract the 


better horses from Ak-Sar-Ben after the Omaha season con- 
cludes in mid-July. With the increases in purses here, it seems 
ironic that horsemen always give the excuse that the track is 
poor and the purses lower here. 


One year from now, the Fairgrounds.will, if Brandt's 


schedule is Mowed, have a rebuilt racing surface and new 
facilities for the horsemen, which should certainly make Lincoln 
competitive with those much larger population centers for 
quality horses. 


Improved Cards 


Pollock's efforts have certainly been noticed by the 


wagering public. For three.straight Saturdays, an all-time one- 
day mutuel handle record has been set. 


In fact, one racing veteran told us that his nine-race card 


two weeks ago would have held up at any track in the country. 
On that card was the President's Cup as the feature and an 
eighth race that featured Felix Beda's Neb. Harvest and Paul 
Kemling's Queen Turn for 6 furlongs. 


In past years, that eighth race was good enough to be the 


meet's featured attraction. But not this year as Pollock seemed 
to out do himself with each weekend's program. 


"The people of Lincoln and the surrounding areas deserve a 


lot of credit," Pollock modestly said. "The Lincoln people like 
to come out and bet on good horses. Of course, the good horses 
run because of the higher purses,. It all goes back to the same 
thing, but you can certainly say that Lincoln appreciates the 


- better horses. It shows in the mutuel handle totals." 


Obviously, not every race on each of the 26-day meeting can 


be labeled outstanding. But it's time for the constant com- 
plainers to look at the total picture rather than one or two races 
each day which admittedly would not be run at Hollywood Park. 


Lincoln has the best racing it has ever had. The purses this 


week will undoubtedly be the highest in history of the outstate 
Nebraska race tracks. 


All of which indicates that Lincoln is the second-best racing 


center in Nebraska as it should be since it's the second-largest 
population center. 


And when this city opens its remodeled race track, hopeful- 


ly by the 1976 season, it will take a backseat to no other area in 
the country comparable population dentsity and racing con- 
ditions. 


The future is bright, but the city of Lincoln owes a "thank 


you" to Pollock, his assistant racing secretary Richard Crockett 
and his entire staff for bringing what must rank as the best 
racing ever in Nebraska (outside of Ak-Sar-Ben) to Lincoln.

The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials slumped 10.88 to 
756.41 to extend its loss since last 
Wednesday's close to 41.19 
points. 


That left the widely watched 


indicator with virtually nothing 
to show for the sharp three-day 
rally it staged in advance of the 
transfer of the presidency from 
Richard M. Nixon to President 
Ford. 


Gainers overran losers 1,084 to 


283 among the 1,736 issues 
traded on the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


Big Board volume picked up a 


bit from Monday's depressed 
pace but was still light at 10.14 
million shares. 


The NYSE's composite index 


of all its listed common stocks 
fell .66 to 41.19. 


Both the Dow and the NYSE 


stood just above the four-year 
lows they reached early this 
month as Wall Street closed the 
books on another dismal day. 


Analysts said Tuesday's losses 


were spurred in part by a buying 
wave in the commodity futures 
markets Mowing the issuance 
of the Agriculture Department 
estimate Monday that 1974 corn 
and soybean crops would be well 
below previous expectations 
because of drought in the 
Midwest. 


That news came against the 


background of a dramatic rise in 
wholesale prices reported last

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Silversmith Advocates 
Recognition Of Poncas

Outstate Nebraska Bureau 
Spokane, Wash. — You won’t 
find the Free Ponca Nation 
anywhere in your road atlas. But 
its most vocal exponent is alive 
and doing well at Spokane’s 
Expo ’74. 
Ponca silversmith Wayne 
Small Bear of Niobrara can be 
found in a longhouse in the 
native American section of 
Expo’s giant Folklife Festival, 
demonstrating his traditional In­ 
dian craft and selling silver rings 
and bracelets billed as “some of 
the finest jewelry made by a 
native artist anywhere.” 
And if you’re interested, he’ll 
gladly pause to talk — because 
he wants people to understand 
the importance of nurturing the 
traditional Indian crafts, the im­ 
portance of the American Indian 
Movement (AIM) and the work 
it’s doing to perpetuate them, 
the importance of regaining 


government recognition of the 
terminated Ponca tribe. 
The Ponca people lost their 
reservation on the Niobrara 
River in 1877, despite guarantees 
in an 1858 treaty that it would re­ 
main theirs. They were sent by 
force to Indian Territory 
(Oklahoma), where a third of the 
small tribe succumbed to 
hardship and disease. 
Some Returned 
Some, led by Small Bear’s 
great-great-grandfather Chief 
Standing Bear, returned and 
were allowed to stay after a 
court fight. 
But the Nebraska Poncas, who 
number in the hundreds, have 
never been recognized as a tribe 
or granted a new reservation — 
although their Oklahoma cousins 
live on “designated land.” 
“I was appointed by my peo­ 
ple to be permanent chief of the 
Ponca people in Nebraska,” says 
Small Bear, a former Lincoln 


resident. “We’re going for our 
statutes back. We’re going to get 
the government to recognize the 
Ponca people in Nebraska. ” 
Small Bear also hopes for a 
“traditional camp” for Ponca 
people somewhere in Nebraska, 
similar to those in Canada and 
on the Navajo and Papago reser­ 
vations. There Ponca people 
could gather to practice their 
native religion and revive their 
vanishing culture. 
Working closely with AIM 
leaders, Small Bear says he plans 
soon to call a meeting of Ponca 
people in either Lincoln or 
Omaha and “ raise hell if 
necessary” to call attention to 
the Poncas’ mistreatment. 
Very Successful 
“I like to spend most of my 
time at this stage of my life to 
help my people,” Small Bear 
says. But for the last 15 years he 
has been a very successful 
professional silversmith, selling 
his wares all over the country. 
“The first piece I made I sold 
four hours later,” he says. 
As if to demonstrate the point, 
an Anglo tourist interrupts to 
sign $120 worth of travelers 
checks in payment for a Small 
Bear bracelet. 
Small Bear spent two years 
learning his craft from an old 
Navajo man, who taught him to 
work without a torch, using 
“charcoal and bellows and all 
the old hand tools” instead. 
Silver shavings and borax are 
used instead of solder “so the 
thing fuses together all in one 
piece.” 
“We don’t do anything that’s 
fake, so when a person buys a 
$150 bracelet, he’s getting the 
real thing,” Small Bear says.

Although he also works with 
South Dakota agate, Small Bear 
gets his main materials — silver 
and turquoise — from “ my 
mines in Arizona ... I was down 
there last winter and picked up 
enough to last me a year or so.” 
Although silver is more 
characteristic of Southwestern 
tribes, Small Bear uses Plains 
Indian designs. “We want to stay 
with our own locale, our own 
customs,” he explains. “We’re 
not portraying the Indian the 
way he was 100 years ago. We’re 
trying to show what the Indians 
are today.” 
An AIM member, Small Bear 
spent last winter with the 
Wounded Knee defendants, 
teaching silversmithing at the 
AIM survival school in Rapid Ci­ 
ty. 


“The main thing is teaching,” 
he explains, “so the customs, the 
culture, the traditions, the iden­ 
tity won’t be forgotten.” 
And besides keeping the 
culture alive, he says, 
silversmithing gives young In­ 
dians a skill they can use to 
“compete with the white man on 
his own level.” 
“All my children are skilled 
craftsmen,” Small Bear says: 
daughter 
Cheri 
is 
a 
basketweaver and beadworker, 
sons Wayne Jr. and John are 
silversmiths. Four-year old Sam­ 
my, son of Small Bear’s young 
Oglala Sioux wife Linda, is get­ 
ting acquainted with silver work 
as well. 
Wayne Small Bear Jr. is ac­ 
complished enough to work side 
by side with his father at his 


Folklife workbench. He 
represents a unique amalgama­ 
tion of Indian culture. Son of a 
Papago mother, he considers 
himself a Papago; but he 
learned the Navajo craft from 
his Ponca father. 
It was the traditional Plains 
religion of prayer, sweat lodges, 
ceremony and medicine which 
led him to AIM, the elder Small 
Bear says. AIM in turn led him 
to his niche in the Expo Folklife 
Festival. 
AIM 
was 
recruiting 
characteristic Indian craftsmen, 
he says, and “I was the only one 
who was able to come out" from 
the Midwest. He will be at Expo 
for the duration of the fair, 
which runs through Nov. 3. 
His advice for Indian people: 
“Hold onto your heritage.” 
Five Added To State's Death Toil 
By The Associated Press 
Traffic accidents in Nebraska 
Monday claimed three lives, and 
another person died Monday 
night of injuries he received in a 
motorcycle-car mishap last 
Saturday. 
In addition, authorities in Lin­ 
coln released a final report 
showing that a Firth man died of 
injuries he suffered in a traffic 
accident July 24. 
The reports upped the state's 
1974 traffic toll to 234, compared 
with 244 on this date last year. 


A car-truck collision at a busy 
Omaha intersection Monday 
night took the lives of two per­ 
sons and injured three others. 
The victims were identified as 
Major James F. Kohler, 33, a 
Strategic Air Command in­ 
telligence officer stationed at Of- 
futt Air Force Base for the past 
four vears, and his wife, Carolyn 
R., 28. 
Offutt officials said Kohler’s 


parents live in Neenah. Wis., and 
that Mrs. Kohler’s parents live in 
Danville, Ohio. 
Their three sons were 
hospitalized. Scott, 5, listed in 
serious condition, Keith 7, and 
Cris, 3, both listed in good condi­ 
tion. 
The driver of the truck, 
Michael L. Hawkins, 22, of 
Omaha, was apparently not in­ 
jured. 


Police said the accident oc­ 
curred when Hawkins’ truck 
slammed into the Kohler car, 
which was attempting a left 
hand turn in front of the truck. 
A Gering woman, Margaret 
Johns, 76, was killed earlier 
Monday when a car driven by 
her husband, Ernest, collided 
with a van at the intersection of 
Highway 29 and the South Belt 
Line in Scottsbluff. 
The driver of the van, Daley 
llarsin, also of Gering, told 
police that the Johns' car pulled 


into his path.

constitutionality of the legisla­ 
tion but its wisdom.”

The attorneys for the dairy 
said they felt the majority deci­ 
sion “ clearly demonstrates 
judicial encroachment into 
economic policy determinations 
which, under our form of 
government, the judicial branch 
is both incompetent and un­ 
authorized to make.”

Crete — “They called it a 
spontaneous demonstration, that 
meat boycott. Baloney, it was 
organized, not spontaneous, I 
ought to know because I have 
organized quite a few spon­ 
taneous 
demonstrations 
myself,” said Erhard Phingston, 
assistant to the president of the 
National Farmers Organization 
(NFO). 


Phingston was speaking to the 
annual joint convention of 
Nebraska NFO members from 
the 
First 
and 
Second 
Congressional Districts. 


Phingston made an im­ 
passioned plea to NFO members 
to go out and collect dues from 
nonpaying members in order to 
head off action by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission 
(SEC) that would force the NFO 
to either pay off members’ loans 
to it or to collect the dues it says 
it is using for security on the 
loans. 
“Unless we get this money in, 
it is all over. This isn’t a job your 
staff can do. You must do it 
yourself or it will be too late to 
do anything,” he warned. 
Phingston gave NFO the sole 
credit for raising farm prices on 


milk, meat and grains. "It 
wasn't the Russian grain sale. 
We shipped more grain to India 
under the Johnson administra­ 
tion than we shipped to Russia. 
It wasn’t inflation or anything 
other than the sacrifices you 
people in NFO made,” he said. 


Farmers at the convention 
seemed to approve of the change 
in presidents but are waiting to 
see what President Gerald Ford 
does before praising or com­ 
plaining about him. 


Milo Barteck of Ithaca 
suggested that Ford might do 
well to get rid of Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl Butz and 
replace him with Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture Clayton 
Yeutter, who owns a farm in 
Nebraska. 
Clarence Black of Fairbury 
said: “I think Ford is the right 
guy to have in there now. We 
have forgotten how to govern 
ourselves as a people, lost our 
faith in our ability to govern 
ourselves. Perhaps he can bring 
back some self confidence.” 
Ralph Williams of Roca said 
he is a Democrat but “I am 
satisfied with Ford but he ought 
to get rid of Butz.”

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Exon: U. S. Needs 
Energy Of Youth

America needs the involve­ 
ment and idealism of youth now- 
more than ever, Gov. J. James 
Exon told about 200 delegates to 
the 14th annual Nebraska 
Conference on Youth Tuesday. 
“You young people have more 
enthusiasm, more dedication to 
doing what is right, than those of 
us that are a little bit older.’’ 
Exon said at the conference’s 
closing luncheon. 
Referring to the Watergate af­ 
fair and its aftermath, Exon 
urged the mostly high school-age 
delegates to not automatically 
distrust politicians. 
Stressing that “most people in­ 
volved in politics are people like 
you,” Exon told delegates to get

Exon said the American 
political system of checks and 
balances works and asked the 
youth to keep faith in that 
system.

Saluting President Gerald 
Ford as “a shot in the arm for 
America,” Exon said he was 
proud of Ford’s concern with 
fiscal responsiblitv. 
Exon also told the delegates to

Following the conference's 
baseball theme. “NCY Hitting 
Home,” he told the youth “the 
score will be counted up next 
year” by totalling the projects 
and goals accomplished.

It is not the Nebraska Bar 
Association, but the State

silage, I will get no payment at 
all, so I am plowing or disking it 
under and am going to sell my 
cattle. There is no payment for 
soybeans, and what you do 
doesn’t come close to meeting 
expenses,” he said. 


Williams said he thinks 15 
bushels of corn per acre on 
dryland is a lot closer to what 
tarmers will get than the es­ 
timated 29 bushels. “Soybeans 
might make 15 bushels and milo 
a third of a normal crop,” he 
said. 
Joe Haba said the statistical 
reporting service put out a good 
enough report, but he added: 
“The way they do it is confusing

Silversmith Advocates 
Recognition Of Poncas

Outsute Nebraska Boreal 
Spokane, Wash. - You won't 


find the Free Ponca Nation 
anywhere in your road atlas. But 
its most vocal exponent is alive 
and doing well at Spokane's 
Expo 74. 


Ponca silversmith Wayne 


Small Bear of Niobrara can be 
found in a longhouse in the 
native American section of 
Expo's giant Folklife Festival, 
demonstrating his traditional In- 
dian craft and selling silver rings 
and bracelets billed as "some of 
the finest jewelry made by a 
native artist anywhere." 


And if you're interested, he'll 


gladly pause to talk — because 
he wants people to understand 
the importance of nurturing the 
traditional Indian crafts, the im- 
portance of the American Indian 
Movement (AIM) and the work 
it's doing to perpetuate them, 
the importance of regaining 


government recognition of the 
terminated Ponca tribe. 


The Ponca people lost their 


reservation on the Niobrara 
River in 1877, despite guarantees 
in an 1858 treaty that it would re- 
main theirs. They were sent by 
force to Indian Territory 
(Oklahoma), where a third of the 
small tribe succumbed to 
hardship and disease. 


Some Returned 


Some, led by Small Bear's 


great-great-grandfather Chief 
Standing Bear, returned and 
were allowed to stay after a 
court fight. 


But the Nebraska Poncas, who 


number in the hundreds, have 
never been recognized as a tribe 
or granted a new reservation — 
although their Oklahoma cousins 
live on "designated land." 


"I was appointed by my peo- 


ple to be permanent chief of the 
Ponca people in Nebraska," says 
Small Bear, a former Lincoln

resident. "We're going for our 
statutes back. We're going to get 
the government to recognize the 
Ponca people in Nebraska." 


Small Bear also hopes for a 


"traditional camp" for Ponca 
people somewhere in Nebraska, 
similar to those in Canada and 
on the Navajo and Papago reser- 
vations. There Ponca people 
could gather to practice their 
native religion and revive their 
vanishing culture. 


Working closely with AIM 


leaders, Small Bear says he plans 
soon to call a meeting of Ponca 
people in either Lincoln or 
Omaha and "raise hell if 
necessary" to call attention to 
the Poncas' mistreatment. 


Very Successful 


'"i like to spend most of my 


time at this stage of my life to 
help my. people," Small Bear 
says. But for the last 1C' years he 
has been a very successful 
professional silversmith, selling 
his wares all over the country. 
"The first piece I made I sold 
four hours later," he says. 


As if to demonstrate the point, 


an Anglo tourist interrupts to 
sign $120 worth of travelers 
checks in payment for a Small 
Bear bracelet. 


Small Bear spent two years 


learning his craft from an old 
Navajo man, who taught him to 
work without a torch, using 
"charcoal and bellows and all 
the old hand tools" instead. 
Silver shavings and borax are 
used instead of solder "so the 
thing fuses together all in one 
piece." 


"We don't do anything that's 


fake, so when a person buys a 
$150 bracelet, he's getting the 
real thing," Small Bear says. 
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TRADITION . . . kept alive by Small Bear, right, and son Wayne. 


Although he also works with 


South Dakota agate, Small Bear 
gets his main materials — silver 
and turquoise — from "my 
mines in Arizona... I was down' 
there last winter and picked up 
enough to last me a year or so." 


Although silver is more 


characteristic of Southwestern 
tribes, Small Bear uses Plains 
Indian designs. "We want to stay 
with our own locale, our own 
customs," he explains. "We're 
not portraying the Indian the 
way he was 100 years ago. We're 
trying to show what the Indians 
are today." 


An AM member, Small Bear 


spent last winter with the 
Wounded Knee defendants, 
teaching silversmithing at the 
AIM survival school in Rapid Ci- 
ty. 


"The main thing is teaching," 


he explains, "so the customs, the 
culture, the traditions, the iden- 
tity won't be forgotten." 


And besides keeping the 


culture alive, he says, 
silversmithing gives young In- 
dians a skill they can use to 
"compete with the white man on 
his own level." 


"All my children are skilled 


craftsmen," Small Bear says: 
daughter 
Cheri 
is 
a 


basketweaver and beadworker, 
sons Wayne Jr. and John are 
silversmiths. Four-year-old Sam- 
my, son of Small Bear's young 
Oglala Sioux wife Linda, is get- 
ting acquainted with silver work 
as well. 


Wayne Small Bear Jr. is ac- 


complished enough to work side 
by side with his father at his 


Folklife workbench. He 
represents a unique amalgama- 
tion of Indian culture. Son of a 
Papago mother, he considers 
himself a Papago; but he 
learned the Navajo craft from 
his Ponca father. 


It was the traditional Plains 


religion of prayer, sweat lodges, 
ceremony and medicine which 
led him to AIM, the elder Small 
Bear says. AIM in turn led him 
to his niche in the Expo Folklife 
Festival. 


AIM 
was 
recruiting 


characteristic Indian craftsmen, 
he says, and "I was the only one 
who was able to come out" from 
the Midwest. He will be at Expo 
for the duration of the fair, 
which runs through Nov. 3. 


His advice for Indian people: 


"Hold onto your heritage.''

"It 
wasn't the Russian grain sale 
We shipped more grain to India 
under the Johnson administra- 
tion than we shipped to Russia. 
'It wasn't inflation or anything 
other than the sacrifices you 
people in NFO made," he said. 


Farmers at tbe convention 


seemed to approve of the change 
in presidents but are waiting to 
see what President Gerald Ford 
does before praising or com- 
plaining about Urn. 


Milo Barteck of Ithaca 


suggested that Ford might do 
well to get rid of Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl Butz and 
replace him with Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture Clayton 
Yeutter, who owns a farm in 
Nebraska. 


Clarence Black of Fairbury 


said: "I think Ford is the right 
guy to have in there now. We 
have forgotten how to govern 
ourselves as a people, lost our 
faith in our ability to govern 
ourselves. Peifcaps be can bring 
back some self confidence.'" 


Ralph Williams of Roca said 


he is a Democrat but "I am 
satisfied with Ford but he ought 
to get rid of Batz." 


Stariey Fearing er of Bloom- 


fieW. waits Ford to get rid of 


Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger and Butz. "Kissinger 
gave away our food for a peace 
that is no real peace," he 
explained. 


Joe Haba of Wahoo suggested 


that "Ford's voting record 
doesn't look any better than 
Nixon's, but as an individual he 
apparently is an honest and 
sincere man." 


NFO members are not 


general!^ in favor of anyone 
issuing a crop report but tend to 
feel the one issued Monday night 
might improve grain prices. 


T. J. McPherrin of Tecumsen 


had taken a drive through Iowa, 
Missouri and southeast 
Nebraska which made him think 
the estimates might be high. 
"We might get half a crop of 
milo, but 95% of the corn I saw 
K shot There is no way this will 
produce any 29 bushels of corn. 
If we get an early frost, there 
won't be any milo either," be 
said. 


Barteck displayed results of a 


survey by U.S. Department of 
Agriculture officials on his 
farmland near Ithaca. None of 
the fields promised to yield 
more than three bushels of corn, 


"Tbe payment program is fall 


of problems. If I cat my corn for 


silage, I will get no payment at 
all, so I am plowing or disking it 
under and am going to sell my 
cattle. There is no payment for 
soybeans, and what you do 
doesn't come close to meeting 
expenses,"' he said. 


Williams said he thinks 15 


bushels of corn per acre on 
dryland is a lot closer to what 
farmers mil get than the es- 
timated 29 bushels. "Soybeans 
might make 15 bushels and miJo 
a third of a normal crop," he 
said. 


Joe Haba said the statistical 


reporting service put out a good 
enough report, but he added: 
"The way Ihcy do it is confusing 
— 32% below what they are 
talking about. They put out in- 
formation in such a -way that it is 
very difficult to understand. 
They need to learn how to com- 
municate with people or the 
report isn't worth much to 
farmers," he said. 


llaba thinks farmers ought to 


learn how to read the crop 
reports and had ought to spend 
as much time thinking and 
working on legislation as they do 
on the tractor. 


"You can't just go out there 


and plant com. You ought to 
think some too," he said. 
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Exon; U.S. Needs 
Energy Of Youth

America needs the involve- 


ment and idealism of youth now 
more than ever, Gov. J. James 
Exon told about 200 delegates to 
the 14th annual Nebraska 
Conference on Youth Tuesday.

Saluting President Gerald 


Ford as "a shot in the arm for 
America," Exon said he was 
proud of Ford's concern with 
fiscal responsiblity. 


Exon also told the delegates to 


try and involve their home towns 
in the Community Improvement 
Award contest, an annual com- 
munity betterment event. 


Following the conference's 


baseball theme, "NCY Hitting 
Home," he told the youth "the 
score will be counted up next 
year" by totalling the projects 
and goals accomplished. 


In other closing ceremonies, 


the conference executive com- 
mittee for 1975 was elected. 
Chosen as co-chairmen were 
Doug Andreesen and Diana 
Whitcomb. Also selected were 
Mary Hughes, vice-chairman; 
Jayne Norenberg and Shelley 
Bursik, co-secretaries; and Jana 
Norquest, treasurer. 


Mark Stortvedt of Norfolk was 


chosen chairman of the 
Nebraska Council of Youth, 
which co-sponsors the con- 
ference. 


Urbom Rejects

Pail Request 


U.S. District Judge Warren K. 


Urbom has rejected a petition 
for bail filed by Billy R.

possible appeals in state courts. 


Cook Case Said 
Not Bar Concern 


It is not the Nebraska Bar 


Association, but the State 
Supreme Court, which will 
determine whether disciplinary 
action is taken against G. Brad- 
ford Cook, according to an NBA 
official. 


"That is a function of the 


Supreme Court," NBA executive 
director Burton Berger said. 


State Sen. Ernest Chambers of 


Omaha has been critical of the 
bar for failing to-take any action 
against Cook, the former chair- 
man of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, who ad- 
mitted he lied to a federal grand 
jury investigating the Robert 
Vesco case. 


Cook is a member of the 


Nebraska Bar. 


"Though shot through with 


cowardice and self-interest, the 
NBA should now be emboldened 
to move against Cook by the up- 
surge in public sentiment to root 
out all vestiges of the Watergate 
malady," Chambers wrote the 
NBA last month. 


"Not to act decisively im- 


mediately is to say that perjury 
is not inconsistent with good 
standing in the NBA." 


The bar, Chambers wrote, is 


"a closed fraternity ... peopled 
by some fearful, insecure buck- 
hustlers who will pounce on and 
make a scapegoat of a little fish, 


but who have no skillet large 
enough to fry one the size of G. 
Bradford Cook. 


"If any attorney deserves to be 


disbarred," he said, "it is one 
who violates the most sacred 
trust he has — to be honest in his 
public dealings." 


Berger said he has read the 


Chambers letter, "but this is not 
a matter for the bar." 


If there were any complaints 


filed in regard to Cook — and 
Berger said the court forbids any 
acknowledgment of a complaint 
in such cases — it would be 
forwarded to a committee on in- 
quiry in the appropriate District 
Court judicial district, Berger 
said. 


Such committees are com- 


posed of attorneys appointed by 
the Supreme Court. 


The committee would in- 


vestigate the case and, if it finds 
merit in the complaint, send it 
on to the Supreme Court's ad- 
visory committee composed of 
seven senior lawyers. 


If they find such a complaint is 


justified, they would file it with 
the court. At that stage, for the 
first time, such a complaint" 
would become public record. 


Then it would be for the court 


to determine what, if any, dis- 
ciplinary action is justified, 
Berger said. 


Ex-Attorney General 
Walter Johnson Dies 


Former Nebraska Atty. Gen. 


Walter R. Johnson died Monday 
night in his home hi Arlington, 
Va. He was 76. 


Johnson served five terms as 


attorney general. 193949. He 
was a congressional lobbyist and 
president of the National 
Association of Attorney 
Generals.

ministrative law judge with the 
Federal Trade Commission. He 
retired at age 75. 


While in private practice in

served on the Federal Board of 
Paroles. 


Johnson was born Oct. 30. 


1897. in Omaha. He held degrees

and Creighton Law School. 


He served in the Air Force 


during World War I. 


Johnson and his wife

Budget Is $45.5 Million 


Omaha <UP1) — The Douglas 


County Board Tuesday approved 
a record $45.5 million budget.

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Decision On Nixon 
Dairy Co-op Tentatively Agrees To Settlement 
up To Prosecutors 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation’s biggest 
dairy cooperative agreed tentatively Tuesday to 
settle a government antitrust suit that has its 
roots in the milk-fund affair 
The co-op, Associated Milk Producers, Inc., 
agreed to refrain from using threats, coercion and 
a number of specific practices which the Justice 
Department had attacked as illegal 
The antitrust division had accused the $1- 
billion-a-year co-op of using predatory’ practices 
to gain a hold on milk production in 14 
Midwestern and Southwestern states from Texas 
to Minnesota. The c(H)p controls about 12.5% of 
the nation’s milk. 
The proposed settlement was filed with U.S. 
District Court Judge John W. Oliver in Kansas Ci­ 
ty, Mo. A copy was made available in 
Washington Interested parties have 60 days to 
comment. 
The government's handling of the suit has come 
under investigation by the Senate Watergate 
Committee, the Watergate Special Prosecution 
Force and the House Judiciary Committee’s im­ 


peachment inquiry 
Former President Nixon, who had been 
promised $2 million in campaign donations by the 
co-op leaders, privately ruled out any antitrust 
prosecution of the co-op on the same day he 
raised federal milk price supports in March, 1971, 
according to a Judiciary Committee transcript of 
a White House tape recording. 
Later the antitrust division repeatedly asked for 
a grand jury investigation of the co-op’s alleged 
monopoly practices, but then-Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell vetoed the requests for a criminal probe 
and directed that a civil lawsuit be brought in­ 
stead. 
The suit was filed Feb 1,1972. On April 4, ac­ 
cording to Watergate testimony, the co-op’s 
general manager George L. Mehren offered $150,- 
000 in campaign donations to Nixon fund raiser 
Herbert W. Kalmbach and asked that the an­ 
titrust suit be reduced to a “slap on the wnst ” 
Kalmbach has said he refused. Mehren has 
denied offering donations to Kalmbach, but says 
he is unable to explain why he signed $150,000 


worth of campaign checks that day, or why he 
later ordered them voided. 
For a time, the milk producers’ lawyers con­ 
tended in court that the Nixon administration had 
sued them only to extort campaign donations. 
The lawyers dropped the extortion allegation 
after Judge Oliver demanded some evidence to 
back it up. 
During the ensuing settlement negotiations, 
Justice Department lawyers appeared to win con­ 
cessions on virtually every point at issue in the 
suit. Lawyers for the co-op have said privately 
that their bargaining position was weakened by 
the disclosures in the milk-fund affairs. They feel 
the government might have been willing to settle 
for less if the case had been outside the glare of 
Watergate publicity. 
As part of the proposed consent decree the co­ 
op agreed: 
— To refrain from using threats, coercion or 
undue influence to induce milk haulers of 
processors to discriminate against farmers who 
are not members of the co-op. 


— Not to enter into certain restrictive contracts 
with processors or haulers. 
— Not to buy any milk hauler who is the sole 
means of getting a non-members’ milk to market. 
— To refrain from a number of practices 
designed to discriminate against processors who 
buy milk from non-members. 
— To give members at least one opportunity 
each year to get out, and to refrain from using 
threats or coercion to get farmers to join or to 
keep members from quitting. 
— To refrain from selling cheap milk in some 
areas to punish non-members by driving down 
their prices. 
— To refrain for 10 years from buying any milk 
plant without advance approval of the Justice 
Department. 


— To file reports with the Justice Department 
each year for the next 10 years, and to allow 
government enforcers to inspect the co-op’s 
books, 
ledgers, 
accounts, correspondence, 
memoranda and other documents on request. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Atty. 
Gen. William B. Saxbe said 
Tuesday he told President Ford 
that it is up to special Watergate 
prosecutors to decide whether to 
bring criminal charges against 
former President Richard M. 
Nixon. 


Saxbe said Ford made no 
direct response at their hour- 
long meeting Tuesday but “I got 
the feeling that it will just run its 
course, that he has no intention 
of intervening one way or the 
other.” 


The special Watergate 
prosecutor has made no decision 
on the matter and is not 
expected to in the near future, a 
spokesman said later. 
John Barker, responding to 


news stories that Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski seems to be 
moving toward getting a grand 
jury indictment, said there was 
“nothing in the reports that’s 
very accurate.” 
Saxbe said he told Ford the 
decision “was in Mr. Jaworski’s 
arena, and this would just have 
to run its course.” 


Saxbe also said Ford asked 
him to continue as head of the 
Justice Department, presumably 
through the remainder of the 
current administration. He said 
he agreed to do so. 
“The President wanted me to 
understand he wants me to stay, 
he wants me to run the depart­ 
ment as it had been, he wants it 
clean and fair,” Saxbe said. “I 
told him I would.”

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Decision On Nixon 


Dairy Co-op Tentatively Agrees To Settlement 
Up To Prosecutors 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation's biggest 


dairy cooperative agreed tentatively Tuesday to 
settle a government antitrust suit that has its 
roots in the milk-fund affair. 


The co-op, Associated Milk Producers, Inc., 


agreed to refrain from using threats, coercion and 
a number of specific practices which the Justice 
Department had attacked as illegal. 


The antitrust division had accused the $1- 


billion-a-year co-op of using predatory practices 
to gain a hold on milk production in 14 
Midwestern and Southwestern states from Texas 
to Minnesota. The co-op controls about 12.57o of 
the nation's milk. 


The proposed settlement was filed with U.S. 


District Court Judge John W. Oliver in Kansas Ci- 
ty, Mo. A copy was made available in 
Washington. Interested parties have 60 days to 
comment. 


The government's handling of the suit has come 


under investigation by the Senate Watergate 
Committee, the Watergate Special Prosecution 
Force and the House Judiciary Committee's im- 


peachment inquiry. 


Former President Nixon, who had been 


promised $2 million in campaign donations by the 
co-op leaders, privately ruled out any antitrust 
prosecution of the co-op on the same day he 
raised federal milk price supports in March, 1971, 
according to a Judiciary Committee transcript of 
a White House tape recording. 


Later the antitrust division repeatedly asked for 


a grand jury investigation of the co-op's alleged 
monopoly practices, but then-Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell vetoed the requests for a criminal probe 
and directed that a civil lawsuit be brought in- 
stead. 


The suit was filed Feb. 1,1972. On April 4, ac- 


cording to Watergate testimony, the co-op's 
general manager George L. Mehren offered $150,- 
000 in campaign donations to Nixon fund raiser 
Herbert W. Kalmbach and asked that the an- 
titrust suit be reduced to a "slap on the wrist." 


Kalmbach has said he refused. Mehren has 


denied offering donations to Kalmbach, but says 
he is unable to explain why he signed $150,000 


worth of campaign checks that day, or why he 
later ordered them voided. 


For a time, the milk producers' lawyers con- 


tended in court that the Nixon administration had 
sued them only to extort campaign donations. 
The lawyers dropped the extortion allegation 
after Judge Oliver demanded some evidence to 
back it up. . 


During the ensuing settlement negotiations, 


Justice Department lawyers appeared to win con- 
cessions on virtually every point at issue in the 
suit. Lawyers for the co-op have said privately 
that their bargaining position was weakened by 
the disclosures in the milk-fund affairs. They feel 
the government might have been willing to settle 
for less if the case had been outside the glare of 
Watergate publicity. 


As part of the proposed consent decree the co- 


op agreed: 


— To refrain from using threats, coercion or 


undue influence to induce milk haulers or 
processors to discriminate against farmers who 
are not members of the co-op. 


— Not to enter into certain restrictive contracts 


with processors or haulers. 


— Not to buy any milk hauler who is the sole 


means of getting a non-members' milk to market. 


— To refrain from a number of practices 


designed to discriminate against processors who 
buy milk from non-members. 


— To give members at least one opportunity 


each year to get cut, and to refrain from using 
threats or coercion to get farmers to join or to 
keep members from quitting. 


— To refrain from selling cheap milk in some 


areas to punish non-members by driving down 
their prices. 


— To refrain for 10 years from buying any milk 


plant without advance approval of the Justice 
Department. 


— To file reports with the Justice Department 


each year for the next 10 years, and to allow 
government enforcers to inspect the co-op's 
books, ledgers, accounts, correspondence, 
memoranda and other documents on request. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Atty. 


Gen. William B. Saxbe said 
Tuesday he told President Ford 
that it is up to special Watergate 
prosecutors to decide whether to 
bring criminal charges against 
former President Richard M. 
Nixon. 


Saxbe said Ford made no 


direct response at their hour- 
long meeting Tuesday but "I got 
the feeling that it will just run its 
course, that he has no intention 
of intervening one way or the 
other." 


The special Watergate 


prosecutor has made no decision 
on the matter and is not 
expected to in the near future, a 
spokesman said later. 


John Barker, responding to 


news stories that Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski seems to be 
moving toward getting a grand 
jury indictment, said there was 
"nothing in the reports that's 
very accurate." 


Saxbe said he told Ford the 


decision "was in Mr. Jaworski's 
arena, and this would just have 
to run its course." 


Saxbe also said Ford asked 


him to continue as head of the 
Justice Department, presumably 
through the remainder of the 
current administration. He said 
he agreed to do so. 


"The President wanted me to 


understand he wants me to stay, 
he wants me to run the depart- 
ment as it had been, he wants it 
clean and fair," Saxbe said. "I 
told him I would."
